SPREAD OF FOOT AND MOUTH 
DISEASE IS FEARED. 


— 


Department of Agriculture Takes 
Radical Step to Prevent Dissemi- 


nation of Dangerous Ailment 
Among Cattle from Infection Be- 


lieved to Exist in Chicago. 


(BY A P. DAY WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—The De- 
partment of Agriculture today quar- 
antined the Union Stock Yards at Chi- 
cago to prevent shipment of cattle ex- 
cept for immediate slaughter, because 
of foot and mouth disease. 

This explanation of the govern- 
ment’s action was issued at the De- 
partment of Agriculture: 

“Because of the danger that cattle 
infected with the foot and mouth dis- 
ease may have passed through them. 
the Union Stock Yards in Chicago 
have been quarantined by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture. This quarantine 
goes into effect immediately. 

“Under the provisions of this quar- 
antine no cattle, sheep or swine can 
be moved from the stock yards in in- 
terstate or foreign commerce, except 
for the purpose of immediate slaugh- 
ter, and under permits issued by Fed- 
eral inspectors. In such cages they 
must “be transported in sealed cars 
placarded ‘For immediate slaughter.’ 
The stock in these cars can only be 
unloaded into reserve pens which 
have been designated for this pur- 
pose by the chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry. Cars used must be 
thoroughly cleansed and disinfected 
before they can be moved again in 
interstate or foreign commerce. 

“These measures are considered es- 
sential to the prevention of the 
spread of disease. Foot and mouth dls- 
ease is one of the most contagious in- 
fections known and if it were possible 
to move stock from the Chicago yards 
to the country for feeding or dairy 
purposes, there is grave danger that 
the disease might be dissiminated over 
large areas. 

“Up to the present time no case of 
foot and mouth disease has been 
found in the Union Stock Yards, but 
there is reason to believe that infect- 
ed stock may have passed through. It 
is at least certain that shipments of 
stock have been made from regions 
where the foot and mouth disease has 
broken out.” 

SHIPMENTS PROHIBTTED. 
(BY A P. DAY WIRE} 

CHICAGO, Oct. 31.—As a precau- 
tion against spread of the foot and 
mouth disease among cattle, the ship- 
ment of cattle and sheep from the 
stock yards here, except for slaughter- 
ing purposes, was prohibited by the 
Bureau of Animal Industries today. It 
affects those animals which are sent 
here to be fed and fattened, or for use 
on dairy farma.

Diary of a German Soldier 


Describes Suffering. 


Food Supplies Kept Away 


by French Cannonading. 


Daily Fighting, Little to Eat, 
Too Much for Writer

PARIS, Oct. 16.—Here is the story 
of a German private who was fpund 
dead in a trench—not dead ro 
wounds but from starvation—and| this

“Yesterday was a day of rejoicing. 
Our first army has pushed back the 
French, defeated a division of Eng- 
lish cavalry and is before the gates of 


Paris. In Russia our troops have 
taken 150,000 prisoners. The joy 
would have been greater if we had 


had something to eat. Our division 
jeaves for Marson, Stamand and Bos- 
guet, where we are to bivouac before 
crossing the Marne tomorrow. We 
hope to get rations there. 

“We finally stopped long enough to 
take a bite. It didn't take long be- 
cause what they gave us was just 
enough to put a sharper edge on our 
appetites. Then we went toward the 
Marne, pushing back detachments of 
the French. They let us come to the 
very edge of the stream; our advance 
guard was even partly across’ the 
bridge, when their artillery opened 
fire; it seemed to us that it opened 
the gates of hell at the same time. 
We could not advance and we had no 
orders to retire. We could only stand 
and watch the carnage around the 
bridge, where our losses were terrible. 
We succeeded In saving the flag and 
our commander and then were or- 
dered to retire. It was not exactly 
a defeat, the officers say—only a re- 
tirement. The battle was resumed a 
little later and lasted nearly all night.

PARIS, Oct. 31.—Unofficial an- 
nouncement was made today that the 
government would return to Paria 
from Bordeaux November 20, and that 
Parilament would meet December 15 
to pass emergency laws. 

Little by little Paris appears to be 
returning to more normal conditions. 
The shops in the Avenue de Opera, 
which had their doors locked and 
windows whitewashed, have been re- 
opened. Each day another restau- 
rant resumes business and the news- 
papers which ceased to publish at the 
time of mobilization, have again be- 
gun to appear. The question of re- 
opening the Bourse also is discussed. 
From the war arena in France and 
Belgium the most pleasing news. to 
Parisians today was that telling of 


the retreat of the Germans across 
the Yser in the face-of a stiff can- 
nonading by the allies. The an- 
nouncement only a-few days ago that 
the Germans had succeeded in cross- 
ing to the left bank of the Yser did 
more to depress the spirite of the 
people here than any development of 
the war for some time. 

Their withdrawal now along with 
the progress of the allies at other 
points as officially announced is taken 
by many as marking the first stages 
of an impending victory.

“In comsequence of the ill treatment 
of German civilians in England. the 
general in command of the German 
Army Corps, stationed at Altona, has 
declared that if Great Britain does 
not liberate these Germans, all Eng- 
lishmen in Germany fit for military 
service will be arrested. 

“The Mattino, published in Rome, 
declares that the revolt in the Union 
of South Africa is increasing and 
that the insurgents are well armed, 
well equipped and well fed. The Daily 
News of London warns against un- 
derrating this revolt. 

“The Italians are much incensed at 
the seizure and detention at Gibraltar 
of four Italian steamers from the 
United States.

HIS time it is politicians, not Uhlans, who are cavorting around 
the checkerboard.

If personalities may be pardoned, | have seen him pretty thoroughly 
tested. | remember when he first opened a little office for the prac- 
tice of law. . | remember when he was’ first appointed to be the 
junior deputy in the District Attorney's office; when he tried his 
first criminal case as a prosecutor. I have seen him at the head of 
his troop of National Guard cavalry; heard him read the riot act to 
rebellious blind piggers; seen him personally raiding joints to which 
other politicians turned a blind eye.

British Tanker Puts to Sea on 
Mystery Mission. 


Oldest Resident Recalls Loss 
of Money Chest. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 
LOS ANGELES HARBOR, Oct. 31. 
—CGovernment officers in charge of 
the torpedo flotilla are expressing <dis- 
satisfaction with conditions in San 
Pedro and they threaten quietly to 
remove the war vessels to Long Beach 
unless there is a prompt change in 
the administration of harbor affairs. 
According to a navy Heutenant who 
refused to allow the use of his name. 
the Los Angeles Harbor authorities 
have been niggardly in dealing with 
United States vessels and have 


charged for the water that was taken 
from the docks in the inner harbor. 
This morning the submarine K-34 
came up to the Southern Pacific dock 
and filled her tanks, attracting hun- 
dreds of visitors, who otherwise would 
have gone to Long Beach to witness 
the maneuvers of the war craft. 

No one in authority was able to give 
a reasonable explanation why Los An- 
geles should charge more than other 
ports on the Pacific and as the navy 
officials are forbidden to openly ex- 
press an opinion, it is probable that 
the flotilla will move away within a 
few days without any reason being 
given for the action. 

Every day while the war vessels are 
at anchor in the outer harbor there 
are hundreds of spectators and the 
local merchants who have profited 
are indignant that the small amount 
of fresh water needed by the war 
ships should be charged for at so 
much a gallon. 


MYSTERIOUS TANKER. 


At midnight tonight the tanker De 
Sabla will leave port with a cargo 
of oil, but the officefs of the vessel 
refuse to indicate their destination. 
There are ample reasons for believ- 
ing that the De Sabia will meet a war 
vessel at sea with fuel oil, although 
much secrecy is being maintained re- 
garding the affair.

Danish Ship Malakka, Due Soon, is Blazing Trail for 


Others that will Replenish 


Oil Tanks Here for Home- 


» ward Voyage Through Suez Canal — Harbor Develop- 


ments are Many. 


HERALD of probable empiric 
A progress for the oil industry of 
California and the establisher of 
& new trade lane will drop anchor in 
this port the 12th inst. It is the Hast 
Asiatic Company's motor boat Ma- 
lakka from Genoa, the first of its 
kind to pass through the Panama 
Canal, and the predecessor of others 
that will take oil here on the globe- 
girdling maritime lane the Malakka 
is blazing. 
These are days of fecund progress 
for the port. Last week two additional 
vessels for coast to coast service, 


with Los Angeles as a port of call, 
were launched in the East. An- 
nouncement was also made yesterday 
that the Swedish Johnson line plans 
to establish direct service between 
Stockholm and this and other Pacific 
Coast ports, with five motor boats tn 
service. The new Hill liners, Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific, are 
also to stop at this port on their long 
way from Cramps to Portland for 
service between’ that place and San 
Francisco and possibly Los Angeles 
and San Diego. 

The Malakka is a sister ship of the 
Siam that made this port early in the 
year, but infinitely more significance 
attaches to the Malakka’s visit than 
to the visit of her sister ship. In fact, 
the Siam’'s visit here was part of a 
test trip of the Diesel engines as pro. 
pellers of large ocean-going vessels 
and of the possible revenue-tonnage 
available for carriage between Eu- 
rope and the Pacific Coast. 

TESTS SUCCESSFUL, 


Success evidently crowned the re- 
lated tests, for F. H. Little, manager 
of the steamship department of Par 
rott & Co, the representatives of the 
East Asiatic Company on the Pacific 
Coast, stated yesterday that the con- 
cern will shortly have eight motor 
boats in Pacific service and that thir- 
teen of its coal-burning steamers are 
being changed to oil-burners. 

The routing for many of these boats 
will be Copenhagen to Gothenburr, 
to Christiania, to Glasgow, to Genoa, 
and other Mediterranean ports, thence 
through the Panama Canal to Los An- 
geles and on north, and outbound to 
Kobe and Hongkong, returnme home 
through the Suez Canal. Some of the 
concern’s ships, however, will retrace 
the outbound route from Copenhagen 
by turning their| prows homeward at 
Vancouver. All \witt call here. 

Needless to say, with all these off- 
burners calling here and with the ad- 
dition of the three Johnson Hine mo- 
tor boats, the ket for oil should 
receive at least a small-sized boom. 

The Malakka will bring a rich cargo 
to this port, something in excess of 
9000 tons, including fish from Nor- 
Way, wood pulp from Sweden, manu- 
factured product, from the British 
Isles, and olive gil, Castile soap and 
vermouth from noa. 

Also a prize thout price at the 
present time, thd Malakka hag ten 
tons of sugar-beet seed aboard from 
Meilmo, Norway. The outbreak of 
the European war left only about 100 
tone of beet seed in the neutral 
countries of Europe and led beet 
growers here to forecast a small 
planting the present year. The ten 
tons from Norway will alleviate the 
distress somewhat. All our sugar- 


beet seed is imported from Europe, 
as the seeds produced here do not run 
true to type. 

The 


Malakka’s schedule from 


Copenhagen to Los Angeles will be 
forty-five days. It will be followed 
by the motor boat Jutlandia about 
December 4, and by others at about 
the same interval. The schedule for 
the Johnson boats depends on the 
amount of tonnage offered. 

WAR'S EFFECT. 


In the present confusion in the 
European shipping trade, due to the 
war, the service to be offered by the 
Danish and Swedish lines will be 
especially acceptable. The Harrison 
line and the Cosmos line, the former 
British and the latter German, which 
made this port in ante-bellum days, 
are now practically out of service. 
Many of the Harrison ships that 
formerly came here are now in Brit- 
ish transport service, while Cosmos 
liners are tied up at neutral ports all 
alo the South American coast. 

Another addition to the Emery 
fleet was launched last week, a sister 
ship to the Atlantic and Pacific, one 
of which has been here and the other 
of which is now on its way here. 
Crowell & Thurlow of Boston also 
launched their third steamship last 
week for the Pacific Coast trade. It 
is the Edward Pierce, built at New- 
port News, to carry coal to the 
Coast, and to take back fruit, nuts, 
beans and other Coast products. 

The two Hill liners, Northern Pa- 
cific and Great Northern, will be the 
finest boats in coastwise service and 
also the fastest. The tentative 
schedule between Portland and San 
Francisco is two hours under the 
railroad time. These boats were 
avowedly built to secure the Hill lines 
their proportion of 1915 travel and 
many believe that they will make this 
port. 

A significant development of the 
last week was the decision of the 
American-Hawaiian Steamship Com- 
pany to carry one carload of oranges 
to New York under refrigeration at 
an early date. There is no doubt 
on the part of officials of the concern 
that the test will be successful, but 
they desire conclusive data to pre- 
sent to the citrus shippers. 


Through Scattering of Efforts. |

plains Mr. Roepke. 

Mr. Legerton jumped into the lime- 
light when he became a candidate as 
a “Good Government man” for the 


perior Court and was nominated at 
the primaries without opposition. He 
celebrated the event by filing a suit 
for divorce, which is pending. He 


prepared the papers for Mrs. Roepke 
in her divorce suit and his probable 
answer to Mr. Roepke’s charge will be 
that he visited Mr. Roepke’s home on 
professional business connected with 
the suit. 

Mr. Roepke, however, makes still 
stronger charges against Mr. Legerton 
in hie answer.

STILS. HAS FAT JOB. 
Charles K. Mohler’s lucky star is 
still in the ascendency——-he continues 
to hold onto his $300-a-month job 
as chief engineer of the railroad de- 
partment of the Board of Puplic 
Utilities, although that board has 
clearly indicated that it doesn’t want 
him and that it cannot work in har- 
many with him.

Mohler in service, and that this comes 
under the charter provisions where- 
in the Council may order any de- 
partment or board to do certain 
things. and in case of refusal, this 
shall be cause for removal. 

Councilman Roberts was impetuous 
in his attempt to force Mr. Mohler 
on the board, and proposed that a 
half hour’s recess be taken so that 
an ordinance might be prepared to 
serve notice on the board that it must 
retain the engineer pending the 
league's investigation. 

CounciIman Betkouski served notice 
on the Council that he would oppose 
such an ordinance, and therefore it 
would have to go over one week, ac- 
cording to Council rules. 

“I find by actual investigation that 
Mr. Mohler is a useless appendage 
to the city’s service, and I will not 
be a party to any attempt to railroad 
through such an ordinance,” declared 
Councilman Betkouskl. 

Councilman Conwell counselled that 
a full investigation by an outside or- 
ganization should be courted by the 
city officials, and it was finally de-

The “Nobody Home” Sign is out on 
the lawn at the State Capitol The 
State’s business has suffered a severe 
slump while the small-town stuff ts 
being played by the State-paid em.- 
ployees. Four months ago, as an f)- 
lustration of the paralysis of depart- 
mental business, the weights and 
measures of every city in California, 
excepting two, were sent to the State 
Sealer for certification. 

Four months these instruments 
have been in Sacramento. Four 
months the State Sealer and his ax- 
sistants have been so busy with other 
thingg—the chief thing being. the at- 
tempt to re-elect Hiram Johnson— 
that they have not had a chance to 
send the weights and measures back.

Mayor Issues Request that Auto 
Owners and Others Join ‘in the 
Noise with Blasts at 10 O'clock. 
Work for Amendments Progresses 
Well at North. 


The honks of 60,000 automobile 
horns will join with a chorus of fac- 
tory whistles and fog horns at 10 
o'clock Tuesday morning as an oral 
reminder to the electors of Los An- 
geles that the State buildings pro- 
positions, known as Nos. 35, 36 and 
38, must not be overlooked on the 
ballot. 

A proclamation to that effect will 
be issued by the Mayor tomorrow, re- 
questing all citizens owning whistles 
and auto horns of any and all de- 
scriptions to watch the clock on Tues- 
day morning and then. promptly at 10 
o'clock, toot away to beat the band, 
three blasts each time and Hbitum. 
Each of the three blasts will mean 
one of the amendments: or in other 
words, “blow your horn three times 
for the three amendments” and ré- 
peat the operation as often as you 
please.

Surveying religious con- 
ditions among the pon-Christians of 
Japan, Dr. Tucker found everywhere 
e decided increase of interest in re- 
ligion. Japanese officials were talk- 
ing about religion, he said. and ad- 
vising their subordinates to pay re-

PARIS, Oct. 4.—These extracts 
from the letter of an unnamed French 
soldier to his father in Paris are pub- 
lished by the Figaro: 

“Wounded in the stomach about 6 
o'clock in the morning, I am left in 
the rain and in mud so deep that I 
am obliged to lean on my elbows to 
keep my head out of it. 

“The battle continues to rage. I 
am between the two camps, and, with- 
gut exaggeration, more than 150,000 
bullets pass over m6. Some struck at 
my sides and I expect each moment 
te receive one which will cut short 
the spectacle. I remain thus helpless 
from 6 o'clock in the morning until 
4 e’clock the next afternoon and the. 

does not stop. It is then that I 
appreciate the need of an umbrella, 1 
who never carried one. I unbutton 
my coat, but I am unable to deter- 
mine the gravity of my wound for 
there is as much mud as blood. 

“Toward 2 o'clock there is a lull 
in the firing. I await the stretcher 
bearers, but like sister Anne, they do 
not come. The hours seem atrocious- 
ly long, although I no longer pay 
any attention to the rain, which con- 
tinues.| Finally, toward 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon I see coming in place 
of the looked-for stretcher bearers— 
the Germans, 

“This time it is for good,” I say to 
myself. “I am done for. A blow from 
a rifle butt or a thrust gf the bayonet 
would finish me A ilast 
thought of my family and I try to take 
my own rifie and end it. It is useless. 
The is no\ more than a lump of 
mud, of sticky clay. 

“There are five long minutes which 
I exist with a calmness that surprises 
mé A German asks me in French: 
‘How are you?’ 

“JT showed him the place where I 
am wounded. 

“*Reassure yourself,’ he says, “That 
will perhaps amount to nothing... In 
any case you will get well.’ 

“J learn that they are from Lor- 
raine, which its lucky. They are clad 
in grey which makes them almost in- 
visible in war. I speak of this to 
them. They answer: 

“Indeed, with your red trousers 
we can see you a long distance. You 
make superb targets.’ 

“The Germans went on their way, 
promising to return to look for me 
as well as others who like myself lay 
on the battle field, I take hope. It 
seems good to be alive, although I 
am in a sorry plight. 

“The hours pass; night arrives. It 
still rains. Day breaks. No one; neither 
stretcher-bearer nor my Lorraines of 
‘the day before. It is not until 4 o’clock 
fn the afternoon of the second day 
that the Germans come back. I have 
passed thirty-four hours in reflection 
in the rain, with a wound which 
caused me much suffering. 

“The Germans put me on a canvas 
with two pieces of wood at either 
end. They carry me to a hamlet, about 
a kilometer and a half distant, and 
atretch we out there in the open air, 
still in the rain, but on firmer ground. 
Then they go back to search for oth- 
ers. They bring back thus 700 or 800 
wounded, of whom 400 are French. 

“IT am soaked. I am famished. I 
munch with joy a bit of army biscuit 
which I find delicious. Upon my ur- 
gent entreaty, a German consents 
to give me a glass of wine from his 
flask which he has just filled. I thank 
him That warms me. The German is 
going away, when he changes his 
mind and demands payment for his 
giass of wine. I jabber a little German. 
T understand and give him «a 10-sou 
piece, the only money I have left. He 
takes himself off content. 

“Some German officers come to talk 
to us. One of them says to me: 

“Te is your government's fault 
that you are here.’ 

“They all speak French. I note the 
remarksyof this officer, because it ap- 
pears to me to indicate a curious 
mentality. 

“The third day of this Calvary they 
put us in a barn on the hay. We have 
yet received no re. I beg the Ger- 
mans to take off my clothes. I have 
been able to snare a blanket which 
happened to be there. I don't know 
to whom it belongs, but necessity 
atifies scruples. They are quite willing 
te do what I have asked. My coat, 
water-soaked trousers, which were 
little less than packages of mud, are 
removed. My falling shoes, my under- 
drawers and socks follow the same 
route. My feet and my wound make 
me suffer. I take out my little pocket 
eciesors. I cut my shirt and flannel 
belt free of my wound, which I have 
not seen. It is distressingly long, but 
nothing astonishes me any longer, 
after what I have seen. I make, as 

good as it is bad, a dressing out of 
the first-aid things in my pouch. Then 
I roll myself up in my blanket. I have 
no longer anything military except my 
cap, and I am almost naked. Fortu- 
nately, my jersey keeps me warm. 
This operation completed, I feel a 
great relief. 

“They sort the German wounded 
from the French. Some hours after 
they {bring in the sanitary service of 
the wo hundred and third, which 
has been taken prisoner. The French 
doctors get to work with first dress- 
ings. They make one for me with 
tincture of fodine. But the the mo- 
ment they are going to put on the 
bandage, the Germans take away the 
French doctors and the wounded Ger- 
mans. We, in our turn, are trans- 
ferted to Libecourt. 

“We are now at the end of the 
fourth day of this exercise. They 
have warned us that we are prison- 
ers. Tonight we learn that the Prus- 
gianes are retreating. What is going 
to happen? Will they take us along 
er leave us to ourselves? For there 
are_not Lorraines only in the German 
army. All night the troops march 
under our window. One hears the 
notee of tramping feet and guttural 
commands.

BERLIN, Oct. 4.—A unique dinner 
party is reported in a soldier's let- 
ter from the front. 

_ At @ point where the German and 
French lines approached to within a 
few hundred yards from each other, 
apparently to the west of Rheims, the 
fighting gfopped at about nightfall, 
and the Germans were just going to 
their warm meal at the near-by field 
kitchen, when.an officer was seen to \ 
mount the French intrenchment wav- 
ing a flag of truce. A German officer 
went out to meet him. The French- 
man, who turned out to be the cap- 
tain of a company, explained that his 
men were very hungry, having had 
nothing to eat for several days, and 
asked whether the Germans would not 
give them something. 

“How many men have you,” he was 
asked. “About a hundred,” was the 
answer. “All right; call out your 
men,” said the German. The company 
thereupon laid aside their arms and 
came over to the Germans, where they 
eat down and ate their+supper with 
their enemies. The captain is report- 
ed to have said that his men were so 
famished that they would not be able 
to continue fighting without something 
to eat.”

ERED VADUABLE SERVICE, 
SAYS ADMIRAD BEATTY.

British Commander Declares Situ- 
ation was Critical When Three 
German Cruisers Were Sunk Last 
August and that Enemy Fought 
with Great Energy. 


[BY ATLANTIO CABLE AND A. P.! 
LONDON, Oct. 22.—Graphic de- 
scriptions of the battle off Heligo- 
land in which the British fleet sunk 
the German cruisers Mainz, Koeln 
and the Ariadne and two torpedo- 
boat destroyers are contained in the 
official reports issued tonight by Ad- 
miral Sir David Beatty, Rear-Ad- 
miral Arthur Henry Christian and 
other officers who took part in the 
action on August 28. 

The reports show that while the 
Germans did not succeed in destroy- 
ing any British ships, they fought 
with great determination and before 
the arrival of the cruisers the situa- 
tion, in the words of Vice-Admiral 
‘Beatty, “appeared critical.” 4 

The British fleet when ft went into 
action was only twenty-five. miles from 
two German naval bases and the ships 
were maneuvered in the hope of 
bringing out the main German fleet, 
but without success. The British 
were attacked, however, by submea- 
rines, destroyers and light cruisers. 
One British cruiser, the Arethusa, 
which had been out of the bullders 
hands only forty-eight hours, was s0 
severely handled she had to be taken 
in tow, after the action was over. 

Vice-Admiral Beatty commanded 
the first battle cruiser squadron end 
first light cruiser squadron, while 
Rear-Admiral Christian commanded 
the destroyers and the Arethusa. 

A special report was also issued to- 
night on the work of the submarines 
since the beginning of the war. It 
says that three hours after war broke 
out two submarines unaccompanied, 
carried out a reconnaigance in Heligo- 
land Bight and returned with useful 
information. 

Submarines also stood guard night 
and day while the expeditionary force 
was being transported to the con- 
tinent and have been incessantly em- 
ployed on the enemy's coast in Heligo- 
land Bight and elsewhere. The report 
continues: 

“They have obtained much valuable 
information regarding the compos!- 
tion and movements of his patrols. 
They have occupied his waters and 
reconnoitered his anchorages, and 
while so engaged have been subjected 
to skillful and well executed anti- 
submarine tactics, hunted for hours 
at a time by torpedo craft and at- 
tacked by gun fire and torpedoes.” 

Submarines took part in the Heligo- 
land battle, but conditions were not 
favorable, the invisibility being low 
and the sea calm. There was no op- 
portunity of closing with the Ger- 
man cruisers to within torpedo 
range. 

Reference is made to ths B-9's 
sinking of the German cruiser Hela 
and the destroyer 8-126. Dealing 
generally with the use of thege craft, 
the reports says: 

“Against an enemy whose capital 
ships have never, and whose light 
crulsers have seldom, emerged from 
their fortified harbors, the oppor- 
tunities of delivering submarine at- 
tacks have necessarily been few, and 
on one occasion only—prior to Sep- 
tember 18—has one of our submarines 
been within torpedo range of a cruiser 
during daylight hours.”

THE HAGUE, Oct. 4.—Confidential 
Councillor Ruebner, founder of what 
is known as the physiology of nutri- 
tion, And a German economist of wide 
reputation, publishes in the currént 
issue of the Medicinische Wochen- 
schrift a survey of food conditions in 
Germany. The writer deals with the 
claim of the foreign hostile press that 
Germany, due to its partial isolation 
in the present war, would in very 
little time be without sufficient food. 
Among the items which he speaks of 


is milk. 

Germany has at present, claims 
Councillor Ruebner, about 11,000,000 
milch cows, producing about 11560 
cubic centimeters of milk per capita 
each day, while the average qonsump- 
tion per person is only 341 cubic cen- 
timeters in Germany, in addition to 
eighteen grams of cheese and 7.8 
grams of butter. 

“It is plain,” says the writer, “that 
we have a superfiuity in this class 
of food. In case the consumption of 
butter is reduced by one gram per 
person the saving would amount to 
about 256,000 tons of butter per day, 
equal to about 750,000 tons of milk. 
In view of the fact that each milch 
cow produces annually about 2500 
liters of milk, or about two and a half 
tons, about 300,000 animals could be 
killed for food purposes without inter- 
fering seriously with the milk supply 
of Germany.” 

After asserting that the Germans 
are the biggest meat eaters in Europe, 
Dr. Ruebner gives the following table 
of meat consumption per capita per 
annum for Europe:

Germany's demand, the writer as- 
serts, is covered fully for the period 
of the war, and, while forage’ is none 


too plentiful ordinarily, he believes 
that there will be no difficulty feeding 
the stock, especially if a late winter 
makes it possible to pasture the an!- 
mals longer than is usually the case. 
A long, detailed inspection of Ger- 
many’s grain supply brings Dr. Rueb- 
ner to the conclusion that in this re- 
spect also Germany is far better off 
than has been hoped by her enemies. 
There is enough wheat and rye to 
meet Germany's demand during the 
war, and, instead of present condi- 
tions indicating, as has been claimed, 
a shortage, there is every reason to 
believe that the supply on hand is 
great enough to leave a surplus.

PARIS ASSUMES 
NATURAL ASPECT, 


RETREAT OF GERMANS I8 FOD- 
LOWED BY OPENING OF 
SCHOOLS.

PARIS, Oct. 17.—Since the retreat 
of the Germans from the vicinity of 
Paris, the city has to a great extent 
recovered its natural pect, except 
for numerous closed shops, some of 
which are atill boarded up and carr? 
on their fronts a varied collection of 
official posters, emanating from she 
military government, announcing 
mobilization, details from the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction relating to 


the reopening of the schools, from 
the Prefect of the Seine sdvising 
housewives to see that their fruits and 
vegetables are washed in water pre- 
viously boiled, and other hygienic 
and administrative measures. 

The reopening of the primary 
schools has brought out the usual 
number of pupils. In accordance 
with instructions from the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction the ses- 
sion was opened by the teachers with 
a patriotic address to the pupils re- 
viewing in simple words the causes 
of the war and the necessity for 
fathers and brothers to be absent 
fighting for their country. 

The Department of Public Instruec- 
tion is arranging for the organization 
of examinations so as to avoid, as far 
as possible, the loss of a year to estu- 
dents who are unable to present 
themselves this year on account of 
absence at the front. It is under- 
stood that medical etudentg will be 
permitted next year to take two years 
examinations in one. 


RK FILLED 
WITH GERMANS. 


ALL ARE ACOUSED OF INCITING 
THE NATIVES. 


‘More Than s Thousand of the 
Kaiser's Subjects are Interned 
Near Johannesburg—Mach Un- 
easiness Felt at Cape Town and 
Durban Over the Situation.

NEW YORK, Oct. 22.—More than 
1000 Germans of all classes, from 
merchants to waiters, have been in- 
terned tn a public park near Johan- 
nesburg, South Africa, by British au- 
thorities, as the result of reported 
activities of German agents among 
natives, according to C. Eaton of Ta- 


coma, Wash., who recently left South 
Africa and arrived here today ongthe 
steamship Adriatic from Liverpool. 
“The war has created a situation 
in South Africa that can be de- 


scribed as alarming,” Mr. Eaton. 
“The native population But-numbers 
the whites by about four to one. 


Early in the war England began 
withdrawing the regular . troops, 
which were replaced by recruited 
bedies termed Home Guards. In the 
vicinity of Cape ‘Town and Durban 
much uneasiness is felt and Germans 
are openly charged with inciting the 
natives to revolt. Part of the de- 
fense force as fast as it is recruited.

EXODUS OF CHINESE 
FROM BRITISH COLONY. 


ANTON (China) Oct. 21-—-A 
table exodus of Chinese has taken 
place from the British colony of 
Hongkong and since the end of July 
there has been a steady influx here. 
During the first week in August, when 
the news of war reached Hongkong, 
the thorough preparations for the de- 
fense of the colony, that were made, 
the proclamation of martial law, the 
mobilization of Volunteers and the 
swearing in of spectal police, with a 
simultaneous rise in the prices of com- 
modities, convinced the Chinese that 
trouble was coming and the exodus 
began. 

Canton and particularly the eastern 
suburbs, the great residential section 
of the city, are overcrowded and rents 
have risen 20 and 80 per cent. 

The most extraordinary rumors 
were current early this month of Ger- 
man attacks and pillagings of Hone- 
kong and of all sorts of impossible 
victories and verses. These have 
now toned down, though the news in 
the native papers is almost without

exception pro-German, and public 
opinion has thordugh belief in Ger- 
man present and ultimate success. 

This may be due to the fact that 
probably 90 per cent. of the Chinese 
who know or care anything about 
what is going on are hoping ardently 
for German success, the idea being 
that a decided setback to the British 
and French would make China's fu- 
ture that much more secure. 

Business is nearly at a standstill. 
The river and coast steamers are in 
many cases running at a loss. The 
price of silk has dropped approxi- 
mately $150 gold a bale with few 
buyers and this with an unusually fine 
year for the silk crop—a bumper fifth 
crop having been secured and a reo- 
ord sixth crop betng expected. The 
other exporta, Including matting, tea 
and ginger, are faring similarly. 

Foreign banks are open only half 
the day as they have no business and 
the money market is nearly paralyzed.

WIT AND PATHOS 
IN LONDON ADS. 


Columns of Daily Papers 
Tell Stories of War. 


Gain in Liners Far Offsets 
the Loss in Display. 


Many Suggestions Made to 
Help Out the Troops. 


P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE } 

LONDON, Oct. 1.—The advertising 
columns 'of the London daily papers 
tell their own story of the war. If the 
censor went so far as to block out 
every other line of information, s0 
long as he left the “ads” intact the 
reader would still not lack instruc- 
tion as to what war means to Eng- 
land. He would still find a great deal 


of pathos and grim humor. 

Fears at first entertained by the 
newspapers and periodicals that ad- 
vertising might be abandoned on ac- 
count of the war's effect on business 
now appear to have been groundless. 
There have been losses, indeed, in one 
line, and gains in another, with the 
net result that there is today, after 
two full months of the war, seeming- 
ly no serious diminution of the amount 
of space sold at the usual rates for 
advertising. 

The most notable change has been 
in the character of the advertising. It 
is distinctly war advertising. Of that 
sort it is more extensive than has ever 
been known in éhe history of Brit- 
ish journalism. The greater space 
gain is probably in the “small ad 
line. Two or more pages, usually the 
first and last, of the leading morning 
papers are, az from time immemorial, 
crowded with fine-print announce- 
ments with only a bold initial letter 
to relieve the monotony. 

KILLED IN ACTION. 

The conspicuous new feature is the 
“Killed in Action” or the “Roll of 
Honor” section. Alongside the famil- 
faz string of births, deaths and mar- 
riages, it has now become a daily oc- 
currence to find in many of the papers 
a good part of a column taken up 
with such announcements as this: 

“READ: Killed in action in the bat- 
tle of the Aisne; about the 19th Sept. 
Arthur Beddome Read, Sec. Lieut. 
Somerset Light Infantry, the dearly- 
loved son of the late Robert R. Read 
and Mre.

@ surprise to learn how much mat- 
ter that was written years ago i& 
brought out today as having a bearing 
on the war. 

The big “ads’’—many of them cov- 
ering a whole page, have a particular 
news element in the fact that they 
generally flaunt tn big type the “all- 
British goods” idea. “Mr. Lioyd 
George truly said,” says one of these 
advertisements, “that this war would 
be decided by ‘silver bullets.” Every 
German, or Austrian article bought in 
this country means so many silver bul- 
lets against us. Every British article 
purchased so many more of the all- 
powerful ‘silver bullets’ for us.” 

Charges circulating in one way or 
another to the effect that certain firms 
are of German origin have led to sev- 
eral libel sults. Many firms stig- 
matized as German-owned have 
cleared themselves of the charge by 
court action, with the result that re- 
tractions with profuse apologies are 
not uncommon at advertising ratea. 

There is no corner of the advertis- 
ing pages without its martial spirit or 
its grim bearing upon it. At the 
foot of one column of “Situations 
Vacant” there appears: 

“Wanted—A coffin maker, used to 
East End work.” 

One wonders if this, too, is not 
prompted by the demands of the war.

CALIFORNIA WILL FEED 
THE STARVING BELGIANS. 


ONDON, Oct. 22, 12:35 a.m.—An 
American commission headed by 
Herbert C. Hoover of California 
will feed 700,000 Belgians who are 
on the verge of starvation as a result 
of the war in Europe. 


An agreement to this effect has just 
been reached after weeks of diplo- 
matic negotiations, in which Walter 
Hines Page, the American Ambassa- 
dor, acted as intermediary between 
Belgium, England and Germany. Mr. 
Hoover has been acting as chairman 
of the American relief committee in 
London. More than $1,250,000 will be 
placed at his disposal for the relief of 
the stricken nation. 

Early in the negotiations regarding 
means to relieve these people, Ger- 
many declared her willingness to as- 
sist, but she declined to give the guar- 
antee requested by the British For- 
eign Office until the latter lifted the 
embargo on foodstuffs. 

The situation was becoming desper- 
ate when Ambassador Page proposed 
that Mr. Hoover undertake the work. 
.Germany immediately acceded to this 
plan, saying they would extend every 
possible aid to such a commission, 
and England as promptly removed 
the restrictions on food exports. 
Formal organization of the commis- 
sion will not be completed until a 
meeting is held today, but Mr. Hoover 
already has purchased with funds sup- 
plied by the Belgian relief committee 
$150,000 worth of food, which will be 
sent to Belgium Saturday on a spe- 
clally-chartered ship by way of Rot- 
terdam. 


FORMING BREAD LINES. 


The food situation in Belgium ts 
becoming absolutely critical, already 
over 500,000 persons are being aasist- 
ed by means of bread lines, acccrding 
to the committee’s reports, there be- 
ing over 300,000 of these persons in 
Brussels alone. The supply of food 
for these bread stations, it is estimat- 
ed, will not last more than a week 
longer. It ig expected that the num- 
ber of persons requiring relief will 
increase to a million within a month. 
‘of spectially-chartered 
steamships will soon start for Hol- 
land with their cargoes consigned to 
officers of the commission at various 
places In Belgium. These officers wil! 
be under direct control of the com- 
mission and will be located in Lon- 
don, Rotterdam, Antwerp, Brussels, 
Ghent, Liege and other points. When 
necessary the commission will co- 
operate with the Belgian national re- 
lef committee, which has headquar- 
ters in Brussels. To insure effective 
working of this co-operation, the 
members of the American commission 
in Belgium will be made members of 
the Beigian organization. But care 
will be taken to see that this co- 
operation does not affect the neutral- 
ity of the commission, which ts to 
work under the approval of both the 
English and German governments. 
Half a million dollars were placed 
at the disposal of Mr. Hoover yester- 
day from the various Belgian funds, 
and through Ambassador Page $750,-. 
000 more will be turned over to the 
commission today. 
SITUATION CRITICAL 
Speaking of the work of the com- 
mission, Mr. Hoover said: 
“We are advised by Brand Whit- 
lotk, Amefican Minister to Belgium, 
that the position of the Belgians with 
regard to the food supply is becom- 
ing absolutely critical, inasmuch as 
there are seven million people in Bel- 
gium and the country imports 60 per 
cent. of its food. Imports have en-

READY TO START. 


Equipment of Army from Antip-

{A P. FOREIGN 
MELBOURNE (Australia) Aug. 29. 
—HKecruiting for the Australian im- 
perial expeditionary force, which is 
the official title of the army of 29,- 


000 which the commonwealth is de- 
voting to the aid of the empire, is 
already finished in some of the States. 

While in some districts a special 
effort was made to get the bushmen 
;from the country, the cities have fur- 
nished the greater part of the ma- 
terial. Owing to the system of com- 
pulsory military training which the 
commonwealth put in force a year or 
two ag . Australia is much 
qualified to raise a volunteer army 
than was the case at the outbreak of 
the Boer War when no such compre- 
hensive system existed. 

The force will be made up of a 
light horse brigade anda i division 
of infantry, 22315 horses and ten guna, 
and the division of 17,553 men in- 
cluding officers, 6162 horses and sev- 
enty guns or a grand total of 19,- 
779 men and officers, 7477 herses and 
seventy guns to which are to be ad- 
ed 221 other officers and men who 
are to be employed in various capaci- 
ties. The volunteers have been taken 
from the States on a territorial basis

The commander is Brig.-Gen. W. T.

is believed that the wide reading of the 
Bible among the many classes of the king- 
dom caused Chaucer—first of all the poets 
of quality—to adopt the common tongue 
for his poems. 

In time the florid persifiage began to dis- 
appear from general speech and writings, 
and though again and again (and within 
our own memory) schools of florid and flow- 
ery writers, toying th Parisian phrases 
and schoolboy Latin, continued to rise, 
they have been short-lived, but even in 
their wildest extravagances never approxt- 
mated the fustian elegance of the pre Bibil- 
cal practice. 

But even exclusive of the general effect 
in shaping and preserving the solidarity 
and purity of the language itself, the char- 
acters of the Bible, the incidents recorded, 
the narrative episodes and parables—every- 
thing in it of a lesser value than thé uni- 
versally-cherished spiritual . philosophy— 
have by allusion, casual and direct refer- 
ence, adorned our literature from the days 
of Bunyan. To be more specific; we may 
say that there has not been a great author, 
from Geoffrey Chaucer to Joseph Conrad, 
who has not drawn freely from the Bible 
for allusion and symbolism, and in whose 
work may not be traced, to some extent, 
tha concise, forceful and simple style of 
the Book of Books. 

Edmund Spenser, known even yet as “the 
poet’s poet,” built the wondrous “Faerie 
Queen” on a trellis of tmagery—the most 
remarkable imagery that may be found in 
our literature. Yetfthe entire theme of the 
poem is Biblical—virtues and vices are per- 
sonified, and the whole poem is a sort of 
ethereal and poetical “Pilgrim's Progress.” 

Dryden's greatest poems were of a relt- 
gious nature; and though some of them 
were written in a partisan spirit, each béars 
the unmistakable impress of the Biblical 
influence in both thought and style. 

It was only during the period of the Res- 
toration, when the reaction against Purt- 
tanism led to utter immorality and ob- 
scenity in literature, that the Bible lost for 
a time its perceptible influence on the lead- 
ing men of letters. But there was precious 
little written during the Restoration days 
that has retained any value, other than that 
which curiosity may give it, for subsequent 
generations. 

Pope’s most splendid serious work is his 
“Essay on Man.” And while it avowedly 
is an attempt “to justify the ways of God 
to man,” it shows the influence of Biblical 
study—for those treaties on the Bible which 
appeared before the English translation had 
made its influence felt were ponderous with 
verbiage, vague and tiresome, as the writ- 
ings of Duns “Scotus,” now extant, show. 
Byron himself drew frequently on the Bi- 
hJe for allusion, and while both he and Shel- 
ley were “heretics at heart,” they at least 
knew the value of Biblical tmagery. Words 
worth, Tennyson and even the rebellious 
Swinburne—the master of verbal music 
and scorner of things theological—admired 
and read and were influenced by the state- 
ly passages of the old prophets and the 
psalins. Brownine’s “Saul” gives some evi- 
dence of the impression that the Bible hed 
upon his work. 

Few of these men were deeply religious. 
Some of them did not consider the Bible 
“inspired” or even holy. But they knew 
its value as a literary influence, and prof- 
ited by its knowledge. :

THE SECRET DRUNKARD. 


THE HOUSE IN DEMETRIUS ROAD. By J. D. 
Reresford. George H. Doran Company, New 
York. 


RUNKENNESS has been the theme of 
many writers during the past few 
months, though Samuel Blythe, Jack 
London and Will Levington Comfort asked 
us to believe they forswore fiction at the 
time. This is not the place to discuss the 
relative merit of fact and fancy, but no 
one of that prominent trio approached their 
subject with the literary workmanship of 
Mr. Beresford, whose novel, “The House in 
Demetrius Road,” has* recently been pub- 
lished.

PRIVATE AFFAIRS. By Charlies McBvroy. Heugh- 
ton MiMin Company, Boston. 


ENERALLY speaking there are two 
types of novels; one in which the plot 
predominates, and the other in which 


the plot is subordinated to the author's | 


style. “Private Affairs” is almost without 
a plot—tt doesn't need one, or at least no 
more of one than it has. 


Mr. McEvoy has taken an English fam- 
ily consisting of Mr. and Mrs. Barnard, three 
daughters, a son and a servant and written 
a charming volume about them. 


Mr. Barnard is strictly the head of the 
family, he allows no one to be mistaken on 
that point, and it is a hard blow to find his 
eldest daughter (who.has arrived at the 
discreet age of 28) actually corresponding 
with a man upon whom parental disap- 
proval has been placed. Another blow 
comes when he finds his son apparently 
much interested in the office stenographer, 
and this situation is handled with rather 
crude, but effective, diplomacy. 


The occasion for real indignant outburst 
on Mr. Barnard’s part arrives when his 
youngest daughter, Myrtle, achieves such 
success at an amatpur theatrical that Sir 
Anthony, theatrical magnate of London, sug- 
gests that she go on the stage.

HE THREE FURLONGERS” is oa 
Tver good instance of an author's 
attempt to write a book too big for 
the ability behind the effort. The novel 
has no signal defects—it is simply inef- 
fectual, immature, lacking in force. And 
there is nothing in the whole range of lit- 
erature so disappointing as an immature 
effort at realism.

Nigel loves her and is wretched to find 
that she tgnores him after learning that 
he is a paroled convict. Chance meetings 
are exasperatingly frequent—Nigel contin- 
ually meets her by “ ™ which is an 
infallible sign of the amateur (no matter 


how many books the author may have to 
his or her credit) in fiction. aii 

Nigel's imprisonment, for some wnac 
countable reason, has not impaired his 
ability to play the violin, which he does so 
well that a great musician offers to make 
liis fortune in London. Considerable pad- 
ding at this point brings the development 
of the story to the point where we find 
Quentin abandoning Janet to marry Tony. 
Nigel returns home, his brother dies, Janet 
“confesses,” and we leave the two prepar- 
ing to face the world together.

HYPOCRISY AND SUCCESS. 
THE HOUSE OF DECEIT. By ——? Henry Holt 

& Co., New York. 

EB STRONGLY suspect that there is 

much between the lines in “The House 

of Deceit” which one not thoroughly 
conversant with English politics and polt- 
ticlans will miss. However, there is plenty 
obvious and unescapable to attract and hold 
the attention. 

The author presumably desires to remain 
anonymous because, in the best of English 
and with great leisure, he exposes the 
hypocrisy of Maurice Sangster—the cham- 
pion of humanity who narrowly missed 
being a big man; and shows the inner 
workings of political parties, the religious 
quarrels in politics and the new, insidious 
influence of women. * 

The author, whoever he may be, is no 
novice. There are no “tricks” and sense 
tions, but solid, careful workmanship in the 
book. The one feature that will be uninter- 
esting to American readers is the attention 
devoted to the religious politics—that phase 
of politics is practically ignored on this 
side of the Atlantic. 

But Maurice Sangster goes into London 
with the avowed purpose of putting an end 
to the influence of the Roman Catholics; 
he sticceeds in marrying the daughter of 
Champness—a millionaire with views much 
like those of Sangster, but who, however, 
heartily dislikes his son-in-law. 
allies himself with Grisel, a radical Jew 
who seems to find Soctalistie propaganda 
profitable and has few illusions about hu 
manity. 

Sangster goes to Parliament, and tries in 
vain to break away from Grisel; makes an 
alliance with the aristocracy; becomes a 
Cabinet Minister; makes love to a Catholic 
girl, and is finally humiliated and bullied 
into good behavior by his peculiar fether 
in4aw, 

Phoebe, Sangster’s wife, is the one true 
and ad. ‘rable character. Her pristine faith 
in him is sadly mistreated, but she makes 
allowance and remains loyal. The pride 
and devotion of Sangster’s paren 
ing old people—is almost pathetic, espe 
clally that all unknown to them their son 
lives In the house of deceit. 

The plot ts evolved slowly, solidly. Grad- 
ually, almost imperceptibly, we see the 
change coming over Sangster. Now and 
then he rebels—gets ready to fight for his 
youthful ideale—but always he is beaten 
down. Circumstances shackle his weak will 
and he goes almost the whole of way 
through life a pitiful spectacle even when 
most honored.

éé ERSONS UNKNOWN” is the ideal 
P novel for a sensational serial—the end 
of almost every chapter ts a climax cal- 
enlated to make the reader feverish with 
anxiety and eager to turn the page, where— 
as is usual with dtories that have a third-act 
climax every chapter or so—it is explained 
that the aituation is not nearly so desperate 
as was thought.

The 
police are called, an investigation is started 
and a murder mystery uncovered. 

The dead man, a young publisher of prom!- 
nence, is engaged to an actress and sus- 
picion is fastened on Christina, the flancee.

her identity, she being chief among the 
“persons unknown.” 

Those who read it for anything other than 
the thrills it offers will have reason to feel 
exasperated; it is an intricate tale, more 
baffling than the ordinary murder mystery, 
and naturally hinges its solutions on larger

HIS is one of the books that would! 


But it is a book for the exclusive enjoy 
ment of the lover of other books; it is a 
biographical dictionary of old friends we 
met with years ago in Scott and Lytton 
and Richardson—yes, and some of the la- 
dies, gentlemen and rogues to whom Dick- 
ens and Balzac and Shakespeare devoted 
attention. Indeed, and there are many 
of these heroes and heroines of whom we 
never heard, but sometimes the glimpse of 
their record given us is so interesting that 
we expect to read all about them as soon 
as this deluge of fall fiction is over. 

It is a book of value as well as one of 
interest. Having the name of “David 
Grieve” buzzing about in our head and be 
ing unable to remember where he belonged, 
we turned to Mr. Walsh's “Heroes and 
Heroines” and found “David Grieve” to be 
the hero of a novel written _by Mrs, 
Humphry Ward; also a brief sketch of the 
novel is given. 


Now when we suspect a new author of 
plagiarizing an old plot it will not be neces 
sary to scurry around to locate a copy of 
the book from which a theft is suspected, 
and them sit up half the night reading it, 
only to find the new author entirely guilt- 
less. The midnight oil which Mr. Walsh 
has constimed in getting his book together 
will prove a great saving for book review- 
ers throughout the country. 

But Mr. Walsh long ago estabjished 
self as the book-lover’s friend. His “Handy 
Book of Literary Curiosities” is also well 
worth having. 


A STUDY OF CHILDHOOD, 


GILLES: Schoo! 
G. P. Sons, New York. 
N 1912 “Jean Gilles, Schoolboy,” was 
[warded the prise of $2000 by the Acade 
mie Francaise as the “most tmaginative 
work of an elevated character” that had 


appeared during the year. Such men as 


Paul Hervieu, Paul Bourget, Pierre Loti, 
Rene Bazin and Maurice Barres were 
among the judges. Therefore we can only 
conclude that much of the charm has been 
lost—as is inevitable—in the translation. 
That does not necessarily mean that the 
translator is at fault. It simply means that 
the delicacy, music and subtler qualities of 
literature in one language may not be 
transmitted through translation. 

As a study of the psychology of child- 
hood, “Jean Gilles, Schoolboy,” does not 
impress us as being the equal of “The 
House,” by Henry Bordeaux. In English, 
“Jean Gilles, Schoolhay,” does not appear 
at all remarkable. But we know full well 
that Pierre Loti and Paul Bourget would 
not have given their vote to the support of 
a book for so distinctive a prize as that 
— by the Academie unless it had high 
merit. 


The story back of the novel is, as Arnold 
Bennett has said of something similar, a 
plagiarism on romance. M. Lafon was born 
to middle-class parents, and at the age of 
15, owing to business misfortune, was 
forced into a business house as a clerk. 
Later he managed to go thrvigh a univer- 
sity and was appainted as a teacher. At 
the age of 27 he wrote his first book— 
“Jean Gilles, Schoolboy.” And without his 
being aware of it, the Ulustrious commit- 
tee considered the book and awarded it the 
prize—making him famous immediately 
throughout France. 

The book is very simple, much of ft ad.- 
mitted to be autobiographical, and deals 
with the life and thoughts of a child at 
home, with relatives and at school. The 
discussion of his companions are naive, 
and a delicate, charming part is in the 
few pages that tell of his play with the 
little girl, Zoe.

The lady’s mald throws poison into 
the chamber and she puts this into 
the Chinaman’s tea, which he drinks 
and after which he dies rather pic- 
turesquely. Mr. Whiteside loves the 
splendor of this oriental setting, but 
they say the part of Wu has te be 
played with deadly monotony and 
morally I think this kind of a play 
smelis. I hate everything of the kind 
cordially. 


The biggest thing in New York to 
start with this year see to be a new 
play by Knoblauch called “My Lady’s 
Dress,” and staged at e Playhouse. 
Like “Kismet and the Faun,” “My 
Lady’s Dress” runs to color and is 
curiously disconnected in its richness. 
The first act and the last one are 
rather brief and have to do with a 
genuinely flesh and blood woman who 
has quarreled with her husband about 
her extravagance in buying a certain 
fanciful gown. 

The three acts tn between are sep- 
arate plays which the lady dreams, 
and which show the material, the 
trimming and the making. These are 
dainty sketches, their success depend- 
ing upon the delicacy with which they 
are staged Of course, the principals 
are allowed to double in these sepa- 
rate plays. The jeading roles are tak- 
en by Leon Quartermaine and Mary 
Roland, and Miss Boland’s work in 
each episode is said to be of a fine 
quality. Footlights have been elim- 
inated, as well as the usual walls in 
the room scene@ in the staging of this 
strange plece. 

Some of the critics see in this kind 
of play a patterning after the Prin- 
cess Theater and its one-act plays, 
but I am eure they are wrong for 
two reasons. In the firet place these 
episodes are connected by a first and 
a last act, and in the second place 
they tell a beautiful story in a beau- 
tiful way and do not aim at mere 


sensationalism.

Whence come the myriad photo- 
plays that are running all day and 
half the night in the numberiess pic- 
ture-houses of the land’? 

Most of the  picture-producing 
plants retain from one to fifty 
scenario writers, whose business it 
is to write a scenario at a moment's 
notice (James Dayton, of the Uni- 
versal, once literally wrote a scenario 
a day for four consecutive weeks, do- 
ing one of them at the request of Mr. 
Bernstein, in haif an hour!)to re- 
write scenariog accepted from out- 
siders; and to write film versions of 


stories and plays, the rights for which 


have been secured from the authors. 


York Dramatic Mirror, is manager 
of the scenario . department, and 
writes most of the scenarios of noted 
Plays and stories, the rights of which 
have been secured from the authors 
or their representatives, among whom 
are John Kendrick Bangs, Thomas 
Nelson Page, Montague Glass, O. 
Henry and Marion Harland. This 
company also accepts work from 
about a hundred experienced scenario 
writers, besides maintaining a bureau 
for the receipt of original manu- 
scripts from outsiders. 

“The main objection to the film- 
plays we receive from amateurs,” 
said Mr. Wood, “is thetr absolute 
inaneness and lack of originality. Our 
bureau receives from 600 to a 1000 
scenarios a week, Out of these about 
ten are available. We keep up the 
bureau for the sake of the possible 
ten. 

“Scenarios come from all ever the 
world. We even got one from China, 
not long ago, but nobody wus around 
to interpret the tatting pattern, so it 
remains a mystery to this day 
whether the story it told was of the 
crushing of the monarchy or a storm 
at sea! 

“Then sometimes the authors re- 
quire us to do incredible things. One 
required that the actor fly in an air- 
ship to the moon, and asked, ‘but 
did we care? Another wanted us 
to put on a story like the Jungle 
Books, with the animals doing all the 
thinking and acting! And I remember 
in particular a Httle lady who 
brought tn a seenario involving the 
filtting of a bird from tree to tree, to 
lead the hero home. She got very 
indignant when I told her that the 
fittings of a bird were numbered 
among the circumstances over which 
we had no control!” 

One learns technique best by seeing 
it on the screen, says Mr, Woods. 
Nearly all scenariog have to be re- 
Written as they are produced, just as 
most plays are severely revised in re- 
hearsa] 

The Vitagraph and Edison keep a 
corps of scenario writers, who write 
out or revise the scenarios to be pro- 
duced very carefully and in Getail, and 
se directors abide by every instruc- 

on. 

The Essenay company for their 
scenarios have bought up all the stor- 


les that have been published by the 
Munsey company for the past ten 
years. They have a room full of old 
magazines which they picturize when- 
ever they're short of other photo- 
plays. 

There's a big corps of writers out 
at the Universal, who write the film 
plays produced by the many com- 
panies of that ofganization. Newspa- 
per articles, magazine articles, orig- 
inal plots, as well as the filming of a 
lot of old stories such as those of 
Marie Corelli, Dickens, Mary J. 
Holmes and even Bertha M. Clay, are 
all their meat. Besides this, the direc- 
tors often have ideas for stories sug- 
gested by happenings in the studio or 
out on locations during the taking of 
pictures, and these, too, are utilized by 
the writers. 


“Many and many a night,” says Mr. 
Bernstein, “directors and 
up all night, fixing up the scenarios 
which are to be played next day.” 

There's a kind of criminal at large 
who ia in great part responsible for 
the picture companies’ troubles, says 
Mr. Bernstein. That's the scenario 
school pest, who claim to be able to 
teach the young idea how to write 
scenarios, but who knows absolutely 
nothing about it himself. One firm 
offers to buy the first scenario from 
the pupil who studies with him, pro- 
vided he cannot dispose of it himself. 
This is bait, indeed. The teacher does 
buy it (perhaps,) but leaves a big 
margin for himself, and manages to 
get something besides for extras, such 
as typewriting, postage, etc. The Mu- 
tual has staged a piece like that, 
showing a soda fountain clerk who 
spent all his spare coin in taking les- 
sons in scenario writing. By the time 
he got through he was giad to have 
his old job back, and when another 
scenario sharp came along, he hit him 
over the head with a bung-starter! 

At the Favorite Players’ studio, in

I have picked out this letter as a 
subject of a leason for the reason that 
it shows the futility of the average 
general work done at a gymnasium. 
A figure that is developing too rapidly 
or out of the normal needs some spe- 
clal work. Unless class work is ar- 
.ranged on these lines it is not going 
to benefit but a small proportion of 
the girls attending. 

My correspondent neglects to give 
her daughter's height; if it is the aver- 
age height, the girl is only a few 
pounds over weight. I should not ad- 
vise a reducing diet unless the gir! 
is eating an undue amount of starch 
and sugar; if so, cut that down in 
the interest of her general health. 

This is a case not of obesity but of 
wrong distribution of flesh. It should 
be taken in hand at once and the fol- 
lowing exercises, if practiced morning 
and night for fifteen minutes, will cor- 
rect the trouble. 

Impress on your daughter that, if 
she wants to have a go00d figure 
when she is a wornan, the ugly roll of 
flesh in the back must be overcome; 
also that there is little good in, doing 
the exercises one day and omitting 
them the next. They. are not violent 
and the good comes only from their 
constant repetition. 

(1.) Extend the arms at the side, 
palms out and close the fists tightly. 
Now revolve the arms in a _ circle, 
front and back aes far as they will go, 
but raising and dropping them only a 
few inches above and below the level 
of the shoulders. 

(2.) Drop the hands at the side 
and close the fists; raise them over 
the head back and down making big

Both these act directly on 
the muscles between the shoulders. 
Undoubtedly the girl hunches her fig- 
ure when walking. Watch that she 
keeps her head well poised. For the 
third exercise have her walk about 
the room for five minutes balancing 
a book on the head, and holding the 
hands with the palms turned parallel 
with the floor and pushing down to- 
wards the floor.

On the question of bauxite (triple 
hydrate of aluminum,) it occurs spar- 
ingly. so far as known, in the West 
and Far West. 

A cherry-ted brick is nufactured 
near Washington, D. C.. by using 
iron oxides in the molding sand, and 
by another process used at the local- 
ity referred to the mineral bauxite 
is added. 

Bauxite occurs in many varieties 
and shapes. Typical samples are 2, in 
the scale of hardness, with sp. gr. 2.6. 
In composition, 66 per cent. alumina; 
5 per cent. iron oxides, and 29 per 
cer cent. water. 
¢ The mineral is of a dull and earthy 
luster; colors cream white to black- 
ish-brown; meager to the touch; elas- 
ticity none; of uneven fracture, and 
granular to concretionary in texture. 
“Bauxite is assumed to be a deposit 
out of watery solutions percolating 
through clays or other formations 
containing the alumina, and so forth, 
in soluble forms, and it is therefore, 
not necessarily confined to any par- 
tieular geological horizun.” 

The substance as it occurs in nature 
is very rarely pure, and the appear- 
ance of samples in nowilse sghoW a re- 
liable index as to purity. There is a 
bauxite t occurs with heavy per- 
centage iron, and in granular form 
along the Potomac River shore near 
Alexandria, and this is aleo manufac- 
tured into “cherry brick.” 

We are giving much space to a de- 
scription of bauxite for the reason 
that many inquiries and samples come 
to this Times department seeking in- 
formation and tests, and bauxite is 
a mineral that is in good demand, but 
low in price. It ise a base. or rather 
a substance, which is utilized in the 
aluminum industry, and, “it is recog- 
nized as the cheapest source of pro- 
duction for alums and the many sim- 
ilar products used in the dyeing and 
bleaching arts, for which uses much 
of‘ it is now exported to Europe.” 

Concluding: Sample No. 1 is a mix- 
ture of opal silica and silicon dioxide:

Proapectors, very often, uncover 
Valuable finds, with no money at hand 
for further exploitation, and rather 
than disclose their locations to cer- 
tain camp followers keep the lecali- 
ties strictly to themselves. If, how- 
ever, the prospectors could frank 
samples of their discoveries to the 
department suggested; a report prov- 
ing their finds of value by the sur- 
vey, and the bounty then to be paid 
over, there would result the most ac- 
tive search for commerctally valuable 
metal and mineral substances, and 
more, all of the useful ores and min- 
erals would be found in tonnage and 
quantity with the possible exceptions 
of tin, platinum, and nitrate.

It looked as °° ugh the va- 
rious marketing companies would be 
compelled to expend large sums in 
building additional storage and it was 
the work of prudence if nothme else 
to protect earnings and surplus. There 
was the further consideration of con- 
tinued declines in the price of crude 
oil which not only had its bearing on 
the production but on stocks held by 
the various companies. 1 

The quick resumption of export 
business had much te do with 
Straightening out the situation, but 
the greatest benefit accrued Trom the 
action of the pipe line companies in 
reducing runs from the various fields. 
This resulted in the necessary curtail- 
ment of field operations and served 
the purpose of limiting of! stocks to 
somewhere near the actual demand. 
The combination .of the resumption of 
export trade on an almost normal 
basie and the curtailment of produc- 
tion has done much to eliminate the 
necessity of building a great amount 
of new tankage, which in turn has 
meant a substantial cash saving to 
marketing companies. 

One big feature looming up in the 
oi] situation. as a future prospect is 
the state of European markets and 
the present conditions in foreign oll 
fields. Present indications are that 
many of the foreign fields will be, 
at least. temporarily, put. out of the 
running either because of actual mili- 
tary operations in their vicinity, labor 
conditions or because of a blockade 
making it impossible to market oil 
produced. Authorities believe, there- 
fore, that oll fields of this hemisphere 
must be looked to by foreign markets 
hitherto relying on production of for- 
eign fields.

The plain walls form « background 
which, enhances whatever of tndivid- 
ual erit any piece of furniftre may 
have, and a rare Chinese table, a fine 
specimen of work of Emile Galilee,

Across the Continent, 


WALKED HERE SIXTY-TWO 
YEARS AGO: RIDES NOW. 


NTHUSIASM and romance are the

by Mrs. W. C. James, 80 ‘Years of 
age, who returned to Los Angeles 
after sixty-two years yesterday. Her 
first trip across the plains to Cali- 
fornia, in 1652, shortly after the dis- 
covery of gold, was made on foot. 
She is the widow of the late Judge 
James of Counctl Bluffs, Iowa, who 
for years took a prominent part in 
the politics of his State. She is visit- 
ing Mr. and Mrs. O. 8S. Williams at 
No, 318 Avenue 68. 

As a girl of 17, she took great de- 
light in tramping along beside the 
train of overloaded prairie schooners, 
as it made its way wearily over the 
road westward. She says she thought 
nothing of walking twenty-five miles 
a day. There was no room for husky 
girls in the crowded wagons, so she 
walked. 

With a party of friends she had set 
out to join her father, John van Ar- 
num, who had followed the lure of 


gold to this State in 1849. Twice 
the travelers were threatened with at- 
tacks by Indians, once at Wood River 
in Nebraska and again at Green River 
in Wyoming. Mrs. James saw many 
die from cholera and other diseases 
en route, 

She joined her brother in Yreka, 
and later went to Sacramento by mule- 
back and stage coach, though a 
country infested by robbers. She re- 
turned three vears afterward by 
way of Panamn, being one of» the 
earliest travelers over the railroa® 
which had just been constructed 
acroas the isthmus. 

Although she again visited Cali- 
fornia in 1884, she never came to Los 
Angeles until the present trip. She 
now hopes to see the canal.

Another exemption classifies those 
who observe another day, presumably 
the seventh day, Saturday. Such in- 
dividuals can keep out of prison, in 
exercising their faith, providing they 
join the Seventh Day Adventists or 
Seventh Day Baptists. This will con- 
stitute a process of painiess extrac- 
tion. The religious exemption, how- 
ever, is not so broad as it looks. it 
places the Sunday keeper, without evi- 
dence, in security; but the Sabbata- 
rian, if exempt, must produce proof 
to support his claim. It simply grants 
“toleration” to the Christian who dif- 
fers from the popular belief; this 
word cannot exist In a land of true 
freedom. But Sunday laws are an in- 
vasion of inalienable rights and de- 
satroy freedom. 

But the biggest exemption provides 
a privileged place for the Socialist. 
He who works but forty-eight hours 
a week is free to do as he pleases on 
Sunday. He can fearlessly write his 
articles, paste up his labels, or bulld 
him a chicken coop.

Medical License. 
LOS ANGELES, Oct. 28.—[To the 
‘Editor of The Times:} I should like 
to ll your attention to some objec- 


tion®ble features of the “Drugiess 


Practitioners’ Initiative Measure, No. 
46." The wording of this measure is, 
in the main, practically the same as 
the drugliess practice law now in 
force. But the following section (Sec. 
20,) contains features that make the 


proposed measure absolutely perni- 
cious: 

“Any person who has been engaged 
in the actual practice of any drugiess 
system or method of treating sick or 
afflicted human beings,” this section 
reads, “which seid drugiess system or 
method is as set forth in and recog- 
nized by the termes of this act, with- 
in the State of California, for a period 
‘of six (6) months prior to the taking 
effect of this act, shall, upon the pay- 
ment of the sum of twenty-five ($25) 
dollars, be entitied to register, with- 
out teking the examination hereinbe- 
fore set forth; as a drugiess physician. 
Upon registering, such person shal! 
be entitled to and receive a certifi- 
cate as set forth in section eight. (%) 
of this act, etc.” 

The first sentence reveals a ‘joker’ 
of the most vicious character-——one 
that cannot be considered humorous 
by any stretch of the imagination. 
For -it states unequivocally that any 
person who has practiced any sys- 
tem or method of treating sick or af- 
flicted human beings for six months is 
entitied’ to place “Dr.” before his 
name, and practice medicine tw Cali- 
fornia. 

The word “afflicted” is (and wun- 
doubtedly was intended to be) of tre- 
mendous scope. For example. the per- 
wn is unquestionably “afflicted” who 
has corns or bunions, and his af- 
fliction i¢ made more tolerable by a 
skillful chiropodist. But most per- 
sons would hesitate to grant the 
chiropodist a tlicense to practice 
medicine,, and give him the title of 
“Dr.” on the strength of hie skill in 
cuticle paring, Yet, according to this 
proposed drugliess measure. any per- 
son who has been engaged in easing 
other person's corn-aches in Califor- 
nia for six mopthe (skillfully or other- 
wise) may demand, and will receive 
without question or examination. a 
licerise to practice medicine on pay- 
ment of $25. 

The same demand may be made 
by barbers who have been engaged 
in opening and treating pimples or 
other facial diecomforts for the past 
six months. As all barbers do this, 
it follows that practically every bar- 
ber in California may “pay his money 
and receive his degree” if this drug- 
less measure becomes a law. 


Such a@rugless practitioners may 
not p ibe drugs. to be sure; but 
they may, if they choose, practice 


every phase of operative surgery, 
major or minor, since modern sur- 
gery requires the use of no drugs 
whatever. There is nothing in this 
proposed law to prevent any drugless 
practitioner attempting to remove an 
appendix, or a cancer: and he is also 
permitted to sign the death certifi- 
cate in case his attempts are disas- 
trous. 

All this may seem facetious, per- 
hape improbable, this suggestion that 
some itinerant barber or chiropodist, 
with six months experience, will at- 
tempt to perform operations that 
tax the skill of ‘e best sur- 
geons. But the old rule about “fools 
rushing in" still obtains And 
past experience shows that ignorance 
about any operation te no har to at- 
tempting it, particularly when this 
attempt is sanctioned by law. 

There are many persons who con- 
tend that “if a man is fool enough 
to risk his life with any sort of doc- 
tor” it should be his privilege to do 
so. T am tInelined to take this view 
myself—as regards adults, and  per- 
sons of normal mentality. But what 


army of strangers who visit Califor- 
nia, and who willl inevitably be 
trapped occasionally with the “Dr.” 
signs, on the supposition that the 
term “Dr.” is an earnest of medical 
education in California, just as it is 
in other civilized communities? | 

Let us take an easily stipposable 
case. A stranger who is visiting Los 
Angeles finds that his child is ill. He 
has noticed Dr. Blank'’s sign near his 
residence, and acting on the supposi- 
tion that Dr. Blank ts a physician, and 
because he is close at hand, the 
stranger calle in the alleged doctor. 
The chances are about even that Dr. 
Blank is a drugiess practitioner, pos- 
sibly of the barber-chiropodist va- 
Piety recently created. 

If such is the case he will give 
the sick child na medicine. Mean- 
while thie child may have an incipi- 
ent attack of diphtWeria. and every 
hour that the giving of a dose of 
antitoxin is delayed lessens its 
chances of living, If antitoxin is given 
at once the child's chances of recov- 
ery are about fifty to one. If it i 
delayed forty-eight hours, or even 
twenty-four, the chances are shifted 
to more than even in favor of 
death. 

Yet the father of thie little child, 
ignorant of the facts about the “doc- 
tor” he has empleyed. and secure in 
the belief that hie child is receiving 
good medical treatment, may not dis- 
cover the deception until -too Itate. 
The same thing might occur in cases 
of cerebrospinal meningitis. tetanus 
and a dozen other conditions. 

Such 4 case as I have just outlined 
may happen-—wil!l occur inevitably— 
if the proposed drugless act belomes 
a law. And the persons who wil! be 
responsible for the child's death, and 
for this betraval of a stranger's con- 
fidence in California’s laws, will be 
ones who vote for the proposed 

ugliess practitioners act. not the 
ignorant “doctor,” who is only act- 
ing within his vested rights to visit 
patients, operate and sign death cer- 
tificates. 

To summarize: The primary pur- 
pose of medical license laws is to 
protect the public from incompetent 
persons who would give the impres- 
sion that they are educated and 
skilled doctors. 

The present medical law of Callfor- 
nia provides for the licensing of any- 
one who wishes to limit himself to 
drugiess healing, and therefore there 
is no need for any additional legisla- 
tion. 

The real purpese of this amend- 
ment is not te regulate drugless heal- 
ers. but to obtain a license without 
the formality. of an examination, for 
several thousand ili-trained quacks 
end chartatans who have heen prac- 
ticing or attempting to practice their 
eyetem of- healing. and who cannot 
by any stretch of imagination qualify 
wnder our present medical law.

WITH THE WAR. 


MORE IMPORTS FROM ORIENT, 


LESS FROM EUROPE. 


Report of Collector pf Internal 
Revenue Here Shows Fortunes of 
Conflict for Los Angeles—Canada 
Also Takes Advantage of Situation 
as Does Mexico. 7 


The receipts of the collector of cus- 
toms for October show a larke reduc- 
tion, in comparison with the cor 
responding month of 1913 and 1912. 
The collections for October, 1912. 
Were $93,175.43; for the same month 
im 1913, $81,256.17: for October, 1914, 
only $32,384.94. For the past month 
the receipts were $2647.74 from San 
Diego, as compared with $$919.14 for 
October, 1913; $900.23 from Calexico, 
as against $1566.64 for October, 1913: 

20.50: from Campo, as against 
$1036.66, for the same period: and 
nothing last month from Tia Juana. 
as against $163.94 for October a 
year ago. 

The collector states that the de- 
cline is due to the heavy falling off 
of importations from Europe as a re- 
sult of the war. The figures show 
that the amount of im 
many 
they were in October, 1913. the figures 
being $23,428 as against $60,210. The 
October shipment from Germany was 
made up almost entirely in one con- 
signment of steel rails sent from that 
country. before the war broke out 
The imports from England and Bel- 
cium are smali, but about the same as 
last year. They total only about 
$20,000. The importations from Aus- 
tria-Hungary were reduced from $6324 
irl 1913 to $441. The October figures 
indicate that the imports from Scot- 
land and Ireland are only one-half of 
what they were a year ago. Japan 
also dropped from $31,321 in October, 
1913, to $13,562 for the past month. 

China increased her importations 
over a year ago, sending us about 
$30,000 last month, as compared with 
$10,000 a year ago. Canada also 
shows an increase with $20,000, as 
compared with $9000 a year azo. 
Australia fell in the past month from 
$6000 sent in October, 1913. to $685. 

Mexico is the largest importing 
cofintry. Last month she sent across 
the line $275,000 worth. Most of the 
Mexican shipments are free goods, 
such as cotton and cattle. It is be- 
lieved that shipments from the Otient 
will increase a8 a result of the war, 
but that there will be a steady de- 
cline of European shipments for the 
same reaso 

Collector Carter -of the internal 
revenue office reports collections of 
$82,971.60 for October. as compared 
with $95,471.62 for the corresponding 
period last year, and $76,757.59 for 
October, 1912. There is a big drop 
from the September collections that 
were added to largely by the astute 
wine men taking thousands of gallons 
of brandy out of the warehouses to 
prepare for the operations of the new 
war tax law, that fixed a tax of 55 
cents a gallon on brandy used in the 
fortification of wine, instead of 3 
cents, as has been the law since 18990. 

With the additions to the articles 
and operations taxed by the war 
measure, it is expected that the re- 
ceipts for November and December 
will break all records. The new law 
goes into effect on seme articles to- 
day. but there are a number of taxes 
that will not be due and payable un- 
til December 1. These include bonds, 
debentures, certificates of tmdebted- 
ness, sales Or agreements, promissory 
notes, bundles shipped by freight or 
express, telegraph and telephone com- 
panies and messages, certificates of 
prefit or damage, broker's note or 
me ndum, deeds or realty trans- 
fers, entry of goods at the custom- 
house, and for withdrawal, property 
insurance policies, foreign passage 
tickets, perfumery, cosmetics and 4a 
host of toilet articles, voting powers 
or proxies, etc.

E unparalleled destruction of 
vehicles of transportation, espe- 
sially motor trucks, during the 

War now raging in Europe, will cre- 
ate a large market for American- 
bullt heavy duty trucks, according to 
John WN. Willys, president of the 
Willys-Overland Company. 

The cessation of hostilities in Eu- 
rope, he declares, will find all the 
countries without adequate means of 
motor transportation, due to the ef- 
fects of the war. The factories are 
working overtime, but are unable to 
solve the problem of keeping the ar- 
mies supplied with vehicles for the 
transportation of food, men and am- 
munition. Horses, too, are being 
killed in great numbers and already 


the shortage is felt in England, where 
the builders of light motor trucks are 
being crowded to supply the demand 


The transcontinental railroads in 


or near the scene of operations in 
many cases have been blown up, and 
the motor truck will be asked to do 
much more of the hauling during the 
years after the war than ever before. 

The enemy's gun fire is disastrous 
to the motor truck fleets of the va- 
rious armies, but much more soils the 
manner of driving the trucks.

COUNTIES RALLY TO THE 


COAST ROADS. 


¥F THE three routes to Ventura 
¢ over the coast road north, two are 

in poor condition and the other 
is to be closed for a period of four 
months by the State Highway Com- 
mission. 

This points to the fact that motor- 
ists will not have a coast tour for the 
month preceding the exposition year 
uniess immediate action is taken. 

A letter sent to the Automobile 
Club of Southern California from the 
State Highway Commission asks that 
officials of the club provide, if pos- 
sible, for a satisfactory route which 
will keep the coast open to motorists 
throughout the year. 

This letter, signed by George B. 
Harrison, chief of the right of way 
department, states, in part: 

“While work is under way on the 
grade itself, it will be unfeasible and 
dangerous to keep the road open. 
Thie means that the gra must be 
closed to all traffic from “:bout No- 
vember 10, for a length of time de- 
pending upon weather conditions, pos- 
sibly until March 15, 1915, or perhaps 
only till January. 

“Tt is extremely important that a 
suitable alternative route be prepared 
to be available in about ten days and 
until May or April of next year, pos- 


able effect upon Los Angeles if the 
eoast road is thus choked ‘up, as it 
must be if a by-road is nct ready.” 

A request is appended asking that 
the Automobile Club undertake to 
have the counties interested take -up 
the matter with an eye to supplying 
an open coast road. 

The possibile route which should be 
improved has already been selected 
by the Auto Club. 

This route is through Sau Fernands 
and Newhall over the Sun Fernando 
boulevard to Saugus, thence north 
over the Castaic road to the Ventura 
county line, a distance of ten miles. 
From the Ventura county line the se- 
lected route plies through Piru, Fill- 
more agd Santa Paula. 

As reported by the Auto Club offi- 
clals this route is now in very fair 
condition through Ventura county, a 
twenty-five-mile-an-hour road being 
maintained. 

But in Los Angeles county, of the 
ten miles to the county line, six miles 
must be improved. There is every 
indication, according to Spetia] Rep- 
resentative Carl EB. MoStay of the 
club, that the Log Angeles county Su- 
pervisors will see the importance of 
and improve this stretch which means 
so much to the southern section of 
the State and to the coast route.

be of exceeding advantage to the 
country. 

Since the war iron ships propelled 
by steam have taken the place of the 
old craft irreverently dubbed “wind- 
jammers.” England had the call in 

uilding this kind of ship, and on ac- 
count of our laws to protect American 
shipbuilders we have been utterly un- 
able to compete at all for the carry- 
ing trade of the world. It has been 
recognized that no modification of the 
laws would have availed in this re- 
spect. Low wages prevailing in 
England, together with cheaper 
money there, gave that country the 
advantage in building ships, and if we 
thad been allowed to buy them we 
should have had to loy foreigners 
to man them because of the low wages 
revailing upon foreign ships. Even 
if we had hired foreigners at going 
wages in foreign countries to man 
vessels under our flag, that would not 
have remedied the case, for every 
other country but the United States 


Zihas directly or indirectly subsidized 


its great steamer lines plying to all 
parts of the world. 

While shallow-minded and muddle- 
headed ple were clamoring to do 
away with the duty on foreign-built 
ships to permit them to be registered 
under the American flag, and while 
the same class of people were fool- 
ishly, radically and utterly opposed to 

anting subsidies in a direct or an in- 

statesmen an i ve recog- 
nized the futility of any attempt to 
build up an American merchant ma- 
rine, and our business men have rec- 
— the wisdom of this decision. 
ow comes an opportu to re- 
habilitate the American up ke 
marine. The opportunity, we are 
sorry to say, arises out of the sad con- 
flict raging all over Europe, destroy- 
ing the commerce of every nation but 
one or two, and crippling that of those 
countries. It is a poor American 
heart that gloats over the o unity 
coming to us the affliction of 
others, but it is a foolish American 
head that does not see the propriety, 
indeed the necessity, of our getting in 
and doing this work. Fhe task 
is placed on our shoulders, and it 
would be weakness, not strength ; fool- 


ishness, not wisdom ; cruelty, not kind- 


| can 


ness, to the rest of the world, not to 
take up this burden manfully and bear 
it to its goal. 

The Alexander bill, introduced 
some time ago in Congress, seeks to 
provide a way for us to do this neces- 
sary work, and bless the world in do- 
ing it. The plan is to provide a great 
corporation composed partly of the 
government, partly of private individ- 
uals, to finance a great fleet of mer- 
chant ships under the American flag. 
It is proposed that the government 
should hold 51 per cent. of the stock 
in this corporation, and individuals 
the other 49 per cent. This would 
give the government control of the 
corporation, and that, according to the 
idea of the framer of the bill and its 
advocates, would guarantee the coun- 
try against any monopolistic practices 
on the part of the corporation, insur- 
ing the lowest carrying rates compat- 
ible with making the concern a profit- 
able one. 

The immediate purpose of the meas 
ure was to take over ships belonging 
to European belligerents, change their 
flag and register, and make them 
American. Anyone broadly convers- 
ant with the history of commerce in 
modern days might have known and 
would have known that there would 
be strenuous opposition to the propo- 
sition from the nations now engaged 
in the carrying trade of the world, and 
most particularly from Great Brita.

Influence of Panama Canal. 

T IS surely a long cry from “the days of 

old, the days of gold, the days of °49,” 
when there were only three routes to Los 
Angeles. That across the continent 
prairie schooner occupied six weeks of labo 
rious effort and incurred many dangers. This 
was known as “the plains across.” Another 
lay around Cape Horn and was known as 
“the Horn around,” and occupied in the 
swiftly-sailing American clipper ship from 
three and a half to six months. The third 
was known as “the Isthmus over,” and that 
was half as long as going around the Horn 
and more than half as dangerous as crossing 
the plains. With the completion of the first 
overland railroad in 1869 it was a good deal 
easier, shorter and less dangerous to get to 
the Pacific Coast. Then with the multipli- 
cation of overland lines time was shortened 
and fare lowered until a passenger could 
come in a palatial Pullman in about three 
days from Chicago to Los Angeles at a cost 
of about $80. In the old days it took freight 
six months to come around the Horn, and 
often longer. The cost was about $20 a ton. 
The railroads have been hauling fast freight 
in a couple of weeks and slow freight in a 
month at a good deal lower than the all- 
water fare around the Horn. With the

Shortest Transcontinental Cut. 

OS ANGELES lies at a very advanta- 
geous point on the western coast of 
America. It Hes at the narrowest neck of 
land between the two oceans in American 
territory. The Santa Fe Railroad Company 
is about to establish through passenger serv- 
ice between this city and Galveston, Tex. 
J. J. Byrne, assistant passenger traffic man- 
ager of the road, says the line will be 
opened in about two months. The line is 
only 1596 miles long, and during the past 
year the company has expended $365,000 in 
improving the line. The Southern Pacific 
has had a line for years with a steamship 
service between the Gulf ports and New 
York. The completion of the Panama Canal 
is making the roads stretch every nerve to 
compete for business. 


Big Increase in Asphalt. — 
LTHOUGH there was a decrease in the 
production of natural asphalt in the 
United States in 1913, including all the varie 
ties of natural asphalt and asphaltic sand- 
stone and limestone, there was a far greater 
corresponding increase in the output of 
manufactured or oil asphalt, according to the 
United States Geological Survey. Oil asphalt 
obtained as a residue from the distillation of 
Mexican, Gulf and California asphaltic oils, 
and even from those of the Middle West, is 
becoming more and more available. There 
is correspondingly less interest in the devel- 
opment of new sources of natural asphalt. 
The production of natural asphalt in 1913 
amounted to 92,604 short tons, valued at 
$750,713, a decrease from 95,166 short tons, 
valued at $865,225, in 1912. On the other 
hand, the output of manufactured or oil 
sphalt in 1913 was 436,586 short tons, valued 
at $4,531,657, against 364,344 
912, valued at $3,755,606. The

HOW THEY ARE MANAGED IN 
SOUTH AMERICA. 
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From Our Own Correspondent. 

ONCEPCION (Chile.)—For the past 
C week I have been traveling here and 
Chile. 


there through the central valley of 

This extends from Santiago to Val- 
divia, more than 500 miles south. It con- 
tains the largest and best estates in the re 
public, although there is an extensive wheat- 
growing region below it in which great for- 
ests are now being cut down and the clear- 
ings turned into farms. 

The central valley of Chile is one of the 
garden spots of the globe. It will grow 
anything if it can only have water. As one 
of the haciendados said to me: “All you 
have to do is to spit on the ground and 
drop in a seed, and, presto, there is a tree.” 
There is no part quite so fertile as that, but 
trees do grow here three-times as fast as in 
North America. I have seen groves of euca- 
lyptus that are 100 feet high, and still only 
ten or fifteen years old. I have already de- 
scribed my visit to Santa Ines, the fields of 
which are walled with poplars as high as a 
church steeple. There are thousands of 
trees on that estate as high as any in the 
eastern part of our country, and they have 
all been planted in the past twenty-five 


‘plenty of 


Much of the country is slightly rolling. It 
is cut by many creeks and little rivers 
which are fed by the Andean snows. Some 
of these streams carry down a great deal 
of silt; making fat the lands over which 
they go. Others such as the Bio-bio are as 
clear as crystal from one year’s end to the 
other. 

Riding southward through this country, 
the scenery is far different from that of the 
richest part of the Union. There are crops 
in sight all the way, but the fields are di- 
vided by rows of tall poplars or eucalyptus 
or with walls of mud and stone rather than 
fences. It is only along the railroad that 
there is any barbed wire. The chief build- 
ings to be seen are the great rambling struc- 
tures, the homes of the haciendados and the 
mean mud-walled thatch-roofed huts of the 
laborers. There are no barns standing out 
on the fields, and no elevators at the sta- 
tions for etoring the grain. There are 
cattle and horses, but very 
few stables or outbuildings. The weather 
is so mild that the stock graze out 
of doors all the year round, and this is 
so all the way from Santiago to the Strai 
of Magellan. Therefore, there are no hay- 
stacks or strawstacks. Such grass and al- 
falfa as are cut are put up in bales and 
shipped to the cities or north to the nitrate 
desert, where they bring higher pricesi,. The 
climate of the central valley is about the 
same as that of Lower California, save that 
there is less rain, and in the upper part of 
it nearly everything has to be irrigated. At 
uresent there are something like 2,500,000 
acres now reached by artificial canals, and I 
am told that it is possible to put water upon 
as much more. The most of the non-irri- 


gated lands are in the south. I shall write 
more fully of them in the future. 

Oxen everywhere take the place of horses 
and mules. They are yoked to clumsy carts 
by wooden bars tied to their horns and are 
driven with long goads with steel] spikes in 
the ends. Nevertheless, the farming is well 
done, and on many estates it is equal to 
that of the United States. 


Big Business. 


Nearly everywhere the business is on a 
grand scale. In many parts of the valley 
200 acres is little more than a garden patch, 
and the irrigated farms of 5000 and even 
10,000 acres are common. There is one 
farm of 20,000 acres, and several which 
have 15,000 and more. There are some very 
large vineyards. The estate of Lo Urmenta 
contains 2000 acres, and of these 200 are 
now bearing grapes. It has cellars with a 
capacity of 500,000 gallons of wine, and it 
bottles and ships vast quantities every year. 
The Errazuriz vineyard, at the foot of the 
Andes puts up 6000 bottles of wine a day in 
addition to that which it stores away in 
casks. I¢ ships more than 100,000 bottles 
of wine every month. There is another 
vineyard that ships 400,000 gallons a year. 

One of the richest families of Chile is 
that of Augustin Edwards, who is now Min- 
ister from here to the Court of St. James. 
He has one hacienda about twenty-five miles 
north of Valparaiso that supplies a part of 
that city with milk. He has 800 milch cows, 
and he breeds fine dairy stock. He is also 
noted as a breeder of horses not only for 
racing, but for heavy draft. He has in his 
stables seventy-five Arabian mares, eighty 


Percherons and 110 Yorkshires. He has!

The cen- 
tral valley is a wide strip of lowland rang- 
ing in width from fifteen to 100 miles, and 
about 700 miles long. It begins above Santi- 
ago, and winds its way south through 


about one-fourth of Chile. On the east of it 
are the snowy walis of the Andes, with here 
and there the mighty cone of a dead vol- 


cano rising above the other peaks, and on 
the west are the lower mountains and hills 
of the Coast range, their tops almost a des 
ert, but their foothills covered with green. 
The average width of the valley, all told, is 
about thirty miles, and its area is some- 
where between those of West Virginia and 
Maryland. This country is settled through- 
out. It has many large towns along the 
State railroad, which runs through it from 
one end to the other, and the most of its 
lands are divided up into large estates.

haciendas where I have been there seems 
to me a good spirit existing between the 
haciendado and the laborers. The latter 
are deferential and the owners sustain a 
sort of patriarchal relation toward them. 
They are interested in treating them well, 
for if they do not the inquilino will leave, 
and it is upon his labor that the man must 
depend for the work upon the estate. 

The conditions of employment are some- 
what like that of the old feudal times. 
The haciendado owns the land, and he lets 
each of the workmen have a small tract to 
cultivate and also pasturage for his stock 
if he has any. This tract may consist of 
two, three, four, five or ten acres, and it 
may be only enough fer a house and gar- 
den. In return for the use of the land the 
inquilino agrees to give one man’s work to 
the owner when he requires it. This 
means that he pays a rent for the house 
and grounds of about $2.50 a week, and at 
the same time has a house for his family to 
live in. In some cases small wages are 
paid, but as a rule the man is expected to 
furnish one hand for his labor. If his fam- 
ily does work, they, of course, receive an 
additional payment. Many of the inquill- 
nos are in debt to their employers, but the 
laws here are not like those of Peru and 
Bolivia, which make the peons almost debt 
slaves. 


Have Poor Homes. 


The huts of the peons are of the rudest 
description. They are seldom more than 
fifteen feet square. They have walls of 
sticks covered with mud and the roofs are 
of thatch or rude tile. The huts are sel- 
dom lighted except from the front, and 
some have no light but from the door. The 
ground forms the floor, and, in many cases, 
the,bed of the family. Boxes usually take 
the places of chairs, and if there is a bed- 
stead it consists of a ledge of sticks built 
up from the ground. The bedstead may 
be separated from the other part of the 
room by a curtain. 

I would say, however, that some of the 
farmers are paying attention to the better 
housing of their workmen. On the Santa 


Ines estate they are building tenant houses 


of concrete and on some others of the ha- 


clendas they are putting up what are called 
model houses. 

I am told that the inquilinos are con- 
tented with their lot. They seldom strike, 
and seem satisfied if they can get enough 
to eat and wear and plenty to drink. One 
of the great evils of the country is alcohol- 
ism. Nearly every one of the lower 
classes is addicted to it, and this is so in 
both city and country. A census of saloons 
of Santiago was recently taken and it was 
found to have 6000 places where liquor was 
sold, while Valparaiso was reported to have 
more cases of drunkenness than English 
cities of ten times its size.

Boys Called to the Army. 


There is one institution in Chile now that 
promises to bring about a change in the 
conditions of the inquilinos. This is the 
army, and the law provides that every man 
in the country shall spend at least one 
year of his life in the service. This year is 
at about 19 or 20. All of the boys are 
drafted, and no matter whether they are of 
the working class or not, they have to 
spend this one year as a soldier. This 
brings the young inquilinos away from the 
farms. It teaches them what it is to have 
board floors to walk on and good beds to 
sleep in. They get a taste for the better 
food of the army and do not like to go 
back to their beans and toasted wheat that 
until then have formed a large part of their 
diet. As a result, after leaving the army 
many go out to seek work otherwheres. 
You find them as laborers about the ports, 
as the employees on street-car lines and 
other railway construction and doing all 
sorts of common labor in the cities. More- 


| over, they are natural mechanics, and they 
soon learn the various trades. 

It is somewhat owing to these changes 
that a modern labor element is developing 
in Chile. There have recently been sev. 
eral strikes on the state railways; fhe 
hands upon the wharves have their unions 
and are, I am told, growing very independ- 
ent. These men in the nitrate ports struck 
the@wther day because they were not al- 
lowed to use grappling hooks to handle the 
heavy bags. They had seen such hooks 
used for dragging about cotton bales, and 
they found it easier to move the nitrate 
the ‘same way. The hooks make holes in 
the bags, and for this reason the exporters 
of the nitrate objected. 

A similar unrest among the laboring ele- 
ment is going on all along the west coast of 
South America. Peru has been sending 
agitators to Chile, and Chile has sent labor 
delegations to discuss such matters in the 
cities of Peru. Moreover, some of the polli- 
ticlans of the several republics are catering 
to the laboring element, and among the lat- 
ter is the former President of Peru. When 
Billinghurst was President, he boasted that 
he was the friend of the workingman, and 
did everything he could to get their friend- 
ship and support. At one time he sent a 
command to the head of the Peruvian cor- 
poration which manages the Central Rail- , 
way that he must at once raise the wages 
of all his employees 25 per cent. The offi- 
cial replied that this could not be done. 
Billinghurst insisted, whereupon he was 
shown that such an increase would stop the 
running of the road, for the receipts would 
not leave enough for the interest on their 
bonds after running expenses were paid. 
He also showed President Billinghurst what 
an outcry would.come from the people if 
the trains should have to stop. The Presi- 
dent then saw that he would lose more than 
he would gain by such a proceeding, and 
the matter was dropped. It was a number 
of such actions that brought about the rev- 
olution that ended in hig being ousted from 
office.

Like grim tragedies of the e6ea, all hands 
rush to the aid of the stricken, and while the 
saving of human life is the highest type of 
heroism, yet we must strive to save the lives 
of the mighty giants of the forest—the 
guardians of our watersheds. 


I looked at my watch. It was 11:30, and 
there was a powerful odor coming from the 
direction of the kitchen. Even heroes have 
appetites, and we were no exception to the 
rule. We feasted on leg of lamb, potatoes 
a la oven-baked, and other accessories which 
the Lord, an orange grove, and other sources 
of income provided. It was well that we 
feasted, for we did not get back till near 
midnight, and we were miles from a square 
meal. 

The repast over, we jumped into the ma- 
chine and headed for the scene of action some 
eight miles away. We could see the smoke 
mounting into the sky, and as we neared the 
scene red tongues of flame could be dis- 
cerned leaping and licking at everything in 
its path. 

I Dave always had a sneaking feeling that 
I would like to’ be a real hero, accomplish- 
ing my end unobserved and unheralded. My 
ambition increased as we whizzed along the 
road, and when we finally arrived and 
started up the mountainside with ra‘:e and 
shovel over our shoulders I felt that my 
hour had come. We got half-way up the hill 
and the big dinner started to tellon us. We 
puffed and blew, and just then a great 
thought came to me. I had lost all ambition 
to be a hero. We got a second wind and 
soon reached the first ridge to find the 
flames licking up the dry foliage on the 
ground and racing through the tops of the 
trees in the teeth of a strong wind. 

I stood there a few minutes bewildered 
and helpless as a cork on a stormy sea. My 
host left me, and when I saw him a few min- 
utes later he had sized up the situation at a 
glance and in a masterful way was directing 
a gang of men in an attempt to head off the 
rushing flames with a fire-break. I began to 
feel that I was alive again. I grabbed my 
rake and started to stamp out the sparks as 
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they fell on the dry grass. They fell so cast 
and thick and I stamped so hard that I broke 
the handle immediately. I ran for a shovel 
and used it for about ten minutes. That fin- 
ished your city-broke man, and I decided 
very quickly that I had a greater calling. A 
happy thought! I would carry water to the 
relief of the thirsty workers. Here at last 
was my chance to be a real hero! I grabbed 
two canteens and filled them with cool, pure 
water from a nearby spring and started 
down the fire line. My feet seemed to tread 
on air, although just a minute before, while 
stepping around with that shovel, they felt 
like two tons. 


As I glided along, I got my first fill of 
smoke. Choking and half-blinded I made a 
run for the open, and when I got there [| lost 
all thoughts of leg of lamb. Instead, I had 
fresh smoked pork, and smoked pork it was 
for the rest of the day and night. * went 
down the line with the water, and I «wmldn’t 
help but recall the time when I carried H20 
to the elephants. The men drank the cool 
water with grunte of satisfaction, but I was 
mighty glad they did not have the capacity 
of the pachyderms. 

The fire by this time had increased in 
fury, and ag it raced through the young pine 
trees cracking and snapping, great volumes 
of smoke belched forth laden with pungent 
odors of burning pine oll. They say this 
pine smoke is an excellent tonic. I do not 
doubt it. It accelerated my efforts to get 
out of it about 100 per cent. and 50 per cent. 
more to keep away from it. The smoke has 
the same effect on the eyes as the first bro- 
ken toy of the small boy. Our faces were 
covered with grime and dirt, but there was 
a clean streak down each cheek from the 
eyes, and if we had all been herded together 
with our grotesque faces, Custer would have 
thought an Indian war dance was about to 
take place. 

The efforts of a dozen or more men had 
been concentrated on the making of a fire- 
break to head off the onrushing flames. It 
looked as if the fire was under control. 
About 200 feet from the fire line stood the 
trunk of a giant pine, long since dead, and 
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towering some seventy or eighty feet in the 
air. It was dead to the core, but still solid. 
The wind was blowing hard and in the di- 
rection of the monarch. We stood around 
watching the fire creep up to the fire-break 
and slowly die out as the flames licked up 
the few dry blades of grass and pine needles 
remaining. An alarm was heard, and all 
eyes turned toward the big tree. Fully fifty 
feet from the base a tiny curl of smoke 
arose, and we knew we were beaten. These 
dead trees are the one source of spreading 
forest fires. If they are prone, it matters 
little, as they soon rot and disappear, but if 
they stand erect and defy the elements to 
shake them, in times of fire they are the 
torches of the devil himself, and spread 
sparks to the four winds. It is hoped that 
our government conservation plans of the fu- 
ture will include a systematic effort to de 
stroy all dead timber on government re 
serves as is done today in Germany. If this — 
is accomplished there will be littl danger 
of spreading fire, and ordinary fire-breaks 
will stop all brush and ground flames. |

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THE “SETTLEMENT.” | 


N THE MIDST of the dirt, the filth, the 

squalor that mark the very poor of a cer- 

tain southern city, stands a low white 
house surrounded by a tangled garden of 
vines and flowers. To left, to right, on every 
side, stretch the shacks of poverty, crusted 
with grime and reeking with foul odors; but 
the white house in its circle of green seems 
always fair and lovely, Jike some little pool 
that reflects the sky in the midst of a muddy 
street.

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DEADLY “WATER BUGS.” 

ULES VERNE, decades ago, wrote of the 
Je unbelievable adventures of Capt. 

Nemo and his fabled submarine, the Nau- 
tilus. September 22 of this year the “Unter- 
seeboten, Number Nine”—or, to give i the 
more familiar designation it bears in the 


German submarine flotilla, the “U-9"— 
proved to the world that Verne, dreaming 
his thought-to-be-impossible vision, was even 
then pointing a prophetic finger toward one 
of the most dangerous engines of war in to- 
day’s all-European struggle. 

Early in the hostilities the submarine boat 
made its appearance in the present conflict, 
picking off unprotected and isolated ships of 
small tonnage. But the real significance of 
the deadly little “water bugs” of modern sea 
fights did not become apparent until that 
September morning when, in a light haze 
which spread across the grim reaches of the 
bleak North Sea, his Britannic Majesty's 
cruisers Aboukir, Hogue and Cressy lay gray- 
bulked against a leaden sky on patrol duty. 

Something very like the shadow of a great 
porpoise stood toward the Aboukir. It was 
the German submarine, U-9. The periscope 
of the submersible, cutting the sluggish 
waves, told the German crew, safe inside her 
cigar-shaped skin, that the British cruiser 
lay, a fair mark, half a nautica] mile away. 

Somewhere within the cold steel bowels of 
the German “water bug” an “air flask” 
coughed and a spindle torpedo left its tube, 
headed unerringly upon a journey of death 
and destruction. 

With a hole ripped to her vitals on her 
starboard beam, the Aboukir wallowed, 
stricken to the death. Her consorts closed 
in to stand by, the Hogue dead ahead, the 
Cressy about 400 yards on her port beam, 
both lowering boats to pick up survivors, 
under the mistaken belief that the wounded 
ship had struck a mine. 

Thirty-five minutes later the Aboukir went 
to the bottom, to be followed at short inter- 
vals by the Hogue and the Cressy, upon 
which the submarine had opened fire. So 
within a short hour the little U-9 had cleared 
the waves of three of England's great ficht- 
ing craft and sent down with them sixty of- 
ficers and 1400 men. . 

And here is the message which the U 
sent to the world through her torpedo tubes, 
September 22, in the gray North Sea: The 
submarine is the greatest offensive as well 
as defensive craft ever designed. 


“Submersible Cruiser.” 


Already has a Russian naval officer per- 
fected the plans for a “submersible cruiser” 
which oan be lowered in the water until her 
decks are awash, presenting little or no tar- 
get to an enemy, and rendering her gray- 
painted self almost invisible. A craft such 
as this, should it prove practical, equipped 
with the new “heavy oil burners”—a type of 
smokeless engine recently perfected—would 
give to the great battleships of the world a 
type possessing many of the advantages 
which now make the submarine the most 
dreaded form of maritime war engine. 

As a matter of fact, any of the nations now 


This gigantic possibility in the construc 
tion of submarines has even at this early 
date given rise to weird rumors. prac- 
tically certain that the U-9 sank the three 
British cruisers in the North Sea. a 
small torpedo beat, even as the submarines 
so today, and was an ideal craft for opera- 
tions in the spot where the cruisers were at- 
tacked. She may or may not have been 
aided by other ships of her class. 

Yet the report became current that the 
deadly work of September 22 had been done 
by a gigantic submarine, 400 feet over all, 
and armed not with torpedo tubes, but with 
a single eighteen-inch rifle, carrying a 2800- 
pound projectile propelled by the stupendous 


force of a 250-pound charge of Makarite, an 


explosive named after the flifated Russian 
submarine expert Mekaroff, who went down 
with the cruiser Petropaviovsk, torpedoed off

Port Arthur. But, needless to say, the naval 
experts give this report scant credence, 

No superdreadnought can’ withstand 
the attack of a submarine torpedo, and 
the ultra battleship’s only safety lies in 
flight. Awash, or submerged, the subma- 
rine travels invisible, and since the sinking 
of the Aboukir and her consorts every 
man aboard the thousand armored hulls of 
the warring navies must keep constantly 
before his mind the fear that without warn- 
ing or sign, any minute of the day or night, 
cloudy or fair, he and his hundreds of sailor- 
men brothers of war may be wiped from the 
face of the shifting sea at the tick of a 
single moment! 

The United States government realized 
these truths in the late eightids, at a time 
when the British Admiralty scoffed at the 
idea, declaring that a submarine was but 
a weapon of defense for a weaker nation. 
But Great Britain was converted, and her 
first submarine was launched at Barrow- 
in-Furniss November 2, 1901. Today the 
United States has fiftyone of the craft 
built or building and eight, ohe of which 
is to be of the giant sea-going type, author- 
ized, while Great Britain in January, 1914, 
had seventy-two built and twenty-two 
building. | 

Germany at first held an opinion akin to 
that of England. But in 1965 she, too, 
became convinced, and at the beginning of 
this year she had twenty-four built and 
twelve building. | 

France, the first nation to actually make 
a submarine—or rather, a so-called “sub- 
mersible"—an engine of war, had at the 
same time seventy-five built and eighteen 
building; Japan thirteen built and two build- 
ing; Russia, thirty built and twenty-five 
building, and Austria about eight built; so 
that somewhere in the seven seas today 
there are approximately 324 of the mos- 
quito war vessels, each capable of doing 
untold damage. 


The Holland Type. 


It has been a far cry from the first prac 
tical torpedo boat to the present efficient 
submarine which is to be found in all of 
the first-class navies of the world. John 
'P. Holland, an American isventor, per 
fected the first practical craft of this eort. 
Of his boat, which was tried out on the 
Potomac River, Admiral Dewey said: “Had 
the Spaniards owned two such boats, I 
would never have been able to take Manila.” 

The Holland boat, at that period em- 
bodied only the rudimentary principles 
as shown in the submarines of today, but 
in almost every modern tpye of submer- 
sible the influence of the Holland boat can 
be traced, although the modern submarine 
is a craft of some 800 tons displacement, 
with a surface speed of seventeen nots, 
and the United States is at present ask- 
ing bids for the construction of a sea-going 
model, to be approximately of 900 tons 
displacement, a twenty-knot speed, and 
armed not only with torpedo tubes, but 
with rapid-fire rifles. 

The submarines of Great Britain's fieet 
today are frankly developments of the Hol- 
land idea. That calls for a single, spindie- 
shaped hull—built in the shape of a giant

There are now 132,000 laying 
hens on the ranch, which consists of about 
102 acres, The ranch is located seven miles 
from Santa Rosa, and one of the interesting 
sights each week is the large wagon from 
the yards, carrying from fifty to 100 egg 
cases, with a capacity of thirty dozen each. 

The poultry breeders in England are at

and that the development of poultry-keeping 
is a question of national food supply, and 
poultry-keepers must be protected against 
that repression, which is even more serious 
than the actual loss incurred. 


[Philadelphia Record:] The main object 
of the majority of those who keep poultry is 
»he production of eggs and meat. To develop 
the fowl! that it will have some meat on its 
bones is not so hard. To have the proper 
amount in the proper time is not so easy. 
To grow fowls to the standard weight in the 
given time, according to the breed, and then 


‘| have them commence laying in the fall and 


winter, means careful management, and only 
under this kind of treatment will a flock of 
poultry grow, mature and shel! out hen fruit 
during the fall and winter months. Perhaps 
at no time of the year must the poultry 
raiser exercise more judgment in handling 
the flock than during the fall. It is during 
this time that the pullets, if properly grown, 
are reaching full maturity and they require 
good care in getting them in laying condition, 
and then in keeping them at the work of 
steady egg production throughout the win- 
ter. A good start means a good egg yield, 
unless poorly managed after they have com- 
menced to lay. Properly grown Leghorns 
should begin to lay at from five to six 
months of age. If they do not do this there 


is som wrong with the stock, or in the 
management of the flock. Wyandottes begin 
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wut through the front. The shed type is easy 
to build, turns water to the rear, and the 
roof will last longer than any other kind. 


[Chicago Herald:] We don't advise over- 
doing the thing. We would not keep a lot of 
surplus males not fit for sale or use as breed- 
ers. Don't keep a lot of drones, or dead- 
beats, or a lot of old hens which have out- 
lived their usefulness. Get rid of all dead 
weight, but do not become unnecessarily 
alarmed and sacrifice a valuable flock, which 
is almost certain to make you good money 
before the next season has closed. 

[New York Sun:] There is ugually some 
field on the farm where the poultry houses 
can be scattered to avoid the necessity of 
using fences. If garden or orchard is near, 
one must decide whether to fence these in 
or the hens out. On my own farm of seventy 
acres I have found it best to provide the lay- 
ing stock large yards, but give free range to 
the chickens until they are six months of 
age. Fences are costly, are some trouble to 
maintain and should be planned to save first 
expense and future maintenance. Most 
flocks in large yards, especially the heavier 
breeds, will be retained by a four-foot wire 
fence, without bottom boards. The breeding 
flocks may require a higher fence and some 
means of preventing the males from fighting, 
such as bottom boards or inch mesh wire at 
the bottom. If you breed as 1 do, largely 
from yearling and two-year-old hens. the 
four-foot netting is plenty high enough when 
you have added two feet of boards at t 
bottom. 

[New York Herald:} The thing to do ts 
to make the selection of the breed and vari- 
ety according to your own taste for a large 


or small bird or for some particular color. 
The matter of strain then is to be considered. 


Be sure that you buy from some one who 
has a strain of known egg producing powers. 
If you get such eggs for hatching you are 
just starting even with the breeder himself. 
He has worked to bring his birds up to a 
high standard of excellence in producing 
powers, and you are taking him at his best. 
If you will act wisely in this matter there is 
no question that you will make good with 
poultry. Start right, and keep right after 
you bave made a start. 

[New York Sun:] In view of the scarcity 
of meat foods and their high prices, the spe 
clalists regard such a universal waste as 
has taken place in the poultry supply as al- 
most a national calamity. They therefore 
are urging poultry packers to handle their 
goods along the line suggested by the de 
partment through its bulletins and through 
ite poultry demonstration car, In order to 
prevent @ repetition of this waste at another 
time. The value of poultry destroyed in New 
York City by the Board of Health around 
Christmas amounted to more than $100 000, 
and this, it is stated, is but litle when com 
pared with the quantities which dealers re- 
fused of their own initiative. Many tons of 
these products went to the fertilizer pile or 
crematory. The specialists are positive that 
not a single pound of this poultry would have 
been wasted if the shippers and handlers 
had followed proper methods of 
dressing, storing and handling of poultry.

The Hookworm in California. 
OST people are not aware that Califor- 
nia, like the South, pays toll to the 


hookworm. “A single California mine 
employing over 300 men is estimated to 
have lost 20 per cent. of the wages paid, or 
$20,000 a year, because it has to carry on 
the pay roll a large body“®f men to replace 
those periodically unable to work because 
of hookworm anemia,” says the Journal of 
the American Medica! Association. 

A peculiarity of this disease is its grad- 
ual, insidious onset. It may take months 
before symptoms become pronounced; but, 
given time enough, the victims all succumb 
—become pale, puny, shiftiess, and languid, 
unable to exert themselves, and robbed of 
their mental alertness as well as their vital- 
ity. 

The disease is caused by little worms 
about one-third of an inch long which infest 
the intestine, where the females deposit 
from 1200 to 1500 eggs daily. These eggs 
are expelled unhatched from the intestinal 
tract. But when they are brought in con- 
tact with warm, moist soil, they hatch into 
larvae of microscopic size which cling to 
blades of grass, leaves, or any convenient 
object. 

When these larvae find their way into the 
alimentary canal, they develop into full- 
fledged hookworms, set up business for 
themselves, and begin producing their daily 
quota of eggs and taking their toll of nour- 
ishment from their victims. It is this sap- 
ping of the victim's vitality that produces 
the symptoms. 


Penalty of Going Barefoot. 


Bare feet and legs are especially attrac- 
tive to the hookworm larvae. They cling to 
the skin when brought in contact with it, 
and burrow through it in a few minutes, 
thereby producing a local inflammation 
which is called “ground itch,” or “dew 
itch.” This condition is transient. But 
meanwhile, the industrious larvae have en- 
tered the tiny capillaries and are circulat- 
ing about in the blood streams. Eventu- 
ally they reach the vessels in the lungs 
which are too small for them to pass 
through. So they begin. burrowing again, 
reach the air spaces of the lungs, pass 
along to the throat, and eventually are 
swallowed and become permanent residents 
and egg producers in the intestinal canal. 

This is their indirect method of entering 
the body. But frequently they get into the 
digestive tract by clinging to the surfaces 
of fruit or vegetables. 

Hookworm disease is easily detected, eas- 
ily prevented, and easily cured. The pres- 
ence of the worms in the excreta is positive 
evidence of the disease. They may be pre- 
vented from entering the body by proper 
sewerage systems, well-cooked food, and 
feet protected by shoes and stockings. The 
disease may be cured by alternate use of 
Epsom salts and thymol, combined with a 
little judicious dieting for a day or two. 


Croquet for Mental Rest. 


Periods of mental relaxation are abso- 
lutely essential to brain structures. And 
the more complete this relaxation, the 
greater the renewed energy with which the 
mind will return to ite task. Hach great 
thinker has his own peculiar way of secur- 
ing this relaxation; but a very common 
method is that of revérting to childish fri- 
volities, particularly during periods of great 
mental stress. 

Louis L. Stedman, who was with Gen. 
Oyama’s army during the R Jap 
War, gives a striking illustration of this, 
which he witnessed during one of the | 
strenuous campaign: in Asia, following a 
great council of war in which the generals 
had just participated. 

“On leaving the council chamber, one of 
the strangest sights ever witnessed at the 
headquarters of an army presented itself.

Dangers From Overweight. 


Everyone knows that excessive fat les- 
sens the chances for longevity. But life in- 
surance and hospital records show that 
even relatively thin layers of adipose may 
be disadvantageous at certain periods of 
life, although beneficial at others. 

Thus it appears that the “best mortality” 
among children and young adults, to use an 
insurance phrasing, is found in persons who 
are somewhat over the accepted standards 
of average weight in proportion to height. 
After middle life, however, the slender per- 
son's chances for longevity are much better 
than those of his portly neighbor. 

In this connection Dr. William J. Mayo 
recently reported that “of all the cases of 
galistone disease operated on in the Mayo 
clinic, age for age, the patients average 
heavier weight than do the average patients 
with other diseases.” In other words. 
fleshy persons are more likely to have gall- 
stones than slim ones. And this disease is 
only one in many that threaten the over- 
fed. 


Obviously, then, it behooves every person 
to avoid overweight after middie life, not 
only for his own personal comfort, but as a 
means of prolonging life. This is a difficult 
task, which requires sustained effort and 
will power of a high order. But if one will 
persist in taking moderate exercise, and has 
the stamina to resist excessive quantities of 
sugars, fats, and starchy foods, and to re 
fuse “second helpings” of all kinds, it can 
be accomplished. 


The Best Foods for infants. 


Infant feeding has passed through a re 
markable cycle in the last two decades. 
The studies of “food values,” which threat- 
ened to dethrone Nature as a food manufac- 
turer ten years ago, have established the 
venerable old dame on her throne again, 
with the comforting assurance that labora- 
tory-made infant foods are rank pretenders 
in comparison with the kinds supplied vy 
cows, chickens, and broad acres. ! 

Dr. Henry Dwight Chapin, who hag been 
Nature's sturdy champion for a full genera- 
tion, has this to say about infant foods: 

“All experiments with animals tend to 
show that milk, eggs, cereals and legumes, 
when fed in various combinations, produce 
the highest possible physical development, 
while attempts to base feeding merely on 
protein, fats, carbohydrates and calorie 
yield, are moves in the wrong direction. 
The most scientific foods for infants, that 
is, foods which will produce the best physi- 
cal development, are readily prepared from 
milk, eggs, cereals and legumes, through 
simple, easily-learned methods by which 
their chemical integrity is but slightly 
altered. The most natural methods of tak- 
ing these natural specialized foods apart 
and putting them together in attempts to 
improve on Nature may produce unscientific 
food, because an important, although small, 
element may be left out or put in wrong. 
Such methods of feeding have little to com- 
mend them. 


A Dangerous Distributor of Disease. 


It is a Russian physician, Prof. Verjbitski, 
who has recently discovered that the “retir- 
ing but ubiquitous bedbug” is responsible 
for the transmission of all manner of con- 
tagious diseases, among them infantile 
paralysis, measies, smallpox, and scarlet fe- 
ver.

Each exhalation should be as complete as 
possible in order that the inhalation follow- 
ing may also be complete. Do this not 
fewer than seven times. 


Dorsal Breathing (Fig. 6.) 


Correct standing position. Place the 
hands to the small of the back, pressing the 
thumbs very firmly on each side of the 
spinal column. Inhale dlowly and deeply 
through the nostrils. The instant you be- 
gin inhaling you should feel a strong out- 
ward pressure against the thumbs. When 
the inhalation is complete, check the dia- 
phragm a moment, then slowly exhale un- 
til all the air possible has )«-n expelled. 
The thumbs should be kept in place and 
should follow the receding of the muscles, 
ready to repeat the movement. Do this 
not fewer than seven times. 

In each of these movements the hands 
should remain in the position placed until 
finishing the count. 


Belt Breathing (Fig. 7.) 
Correct standing position. Place the 
hands so as to span as much of the waist 
as possible. Draw around you an imaginary 
elastic belt. Inhale deeply and slowly 


through the nostrils, gradually expanding 
the entire waist on all sides—abdominal, 
intercostal and dorsal—as though trying to 
burst the imaginary belt. Check the dia

completely, the hands following the relax- 


ing of the muscles. Do this not fewer than 
seven times. 

In one week's time you should have so 
perfected these three forms of breathing, 
and the three in one (belt,) that you can 
safely forget them and let nature do the 
rest. Having trained each set separately, 
when you begin the exercises that compel 
deep breathing, the training, if thorough 
and sufficient, will manifest itself and thus 
relieve you of any effort or even thought 
as to your breathing. 

I want to impress this thought thus early 
in the lessons; viz., no one does anything 
well until he is able to forget the means 
whereby he learned; also that there is a 
period of conscious application (ofttimes 
called drudgery) through which every artist 
must pass. The line between the conscious 
doing of a thing and the unconscious doing 
is the line of demarcation between the 
novice and the artist.

The commission re- 
sponded: “Go ahead, we will furnish what 
Pat called ‘diameter’ to the extent of your 
needs.” Since then tens of thousands of 
Roles have been blasted in the barren and 
refractory sandstone, good soll filled in, and 
as many thousands of trees planted. Today 
these hills and vales show the most marvel- 
ous transformation, time considered, that 
has ever taken place In the United States, 
rivalling In importance and sufficiency of re- 
sults the reclamation of the shifting sand 
dunes where now is California's finest pub- 
Hic park, Golden Gate, in San Francisco.

Kitchen conveniences do not neces- 
sarily consist of the countless little labor- 
saving articles each woman accumulates 
in her house. They mean more than that, 
for the walls, floors, sink and closet or pan- 
try have much to do with lessening house- 
hold drudgery. The ideal floor may be 
either hardwood, tile or covered with lino- 
leum and provided with rugs. 

If a kitchen is not warm in winter, and 
there are little children in the house, then, 
and only then, should floors be carpeted 
with wool. Place heavy paper under the 
carpet, have linoleum or oilcloth at the 
aink, and zinc under the range. Linoleum 
in mosaic patterns, or even the hardwood 
designs, is desirable. 

Unfermented Grape Juice. 


Wash some Concord grapes thoroughly, 
using cold water, then weigh them, and al- 
low three-quarters of a quart of cold water 
to every five pounds of grapes. Boil until 
the pulp and skins have separated and 
boiled down. Make a bag of double cheese- 
cloth, large enough to hold the quantity of 
juice that would fill a small bread pan. 
Tie the top tightly with stout cord and sus- 
pend it from a strong nail, or hook, in such 
a position that the juice may drip into the 
the pan. Start it dripping early in the 
evening. In that way it can drip all night 
and be ready for bottling the next day. 
When all the juice has passed through the 
cheesecloth add one pound of sugar to ev- 
ery five pounds of grapes, and boil for 
about two minutes. Then take good-sized 
bottles with tight-fitting corks and heat 
them gradually in hot water before filling 
them with the grape juice. Cork them, 
seal with paraffin wax and keep in a cool

Neutral Remover. 

[Washington Herald:] A half-pint of 
neptral remover to a pail of water will 
clean badly marked porcelain bathtubs, 
tiled floors and similar surfaces.

{Chicago Herald:] A mucilage which 
holds with surprising tenacity can be made 
by boiling a Spanish onion for a short time 
and then pressing the juice from it.

upon a spot that has been stung by a wasp 
or a bee. According to Prof. Mermoid of 
Lausanne, this makes the swelling go down 
and takes away the pain. 

To improve the top crust of a pie brush 
with milk and shake a little granulated su- 
gar over it. The same is good for rolls of 
any kind. 

A good household deodorizer is a little 

pan of cloves which have been sprinkled 
with oil of lavender.
